thought  to  British  minds 
Bark  from  a two  months'  slay  In  Am- 
enro  and  Canada,  where  he  went  with 
these  objects  In  view.  Is  Mr.  George  W 
Odey,  chairman  of  the  Leather.  Footwear 
Sc  Allied  Industries  Export  Corporation 
Limited,  whirh  was  established  by  ar- 
rangement with  the  Board  of  Trade  He 
has  prepared  a memorandum  setting  out 
his  views  and  pre.ienung  an  excellent 
picture  of  America  as  seen  through  British 
eyes. 

Mr.  Odey  first  reminds  u.s  of  a fact 
which  U Is  s<imetlmr.s  easy  to  forget 
riiunely,  that  America  Is  not  at  war. 
Indeed,  he  says,  there  are  conalrierable 
sections,  particularly  In  mid-America, 
where  the  European  theatre  of  war  seems 
a long  way  off  The  frame  of  mind  of  Ihe 
people  of  the  Middle  West,  for  example. 
Is  more  akin  to  our  own  attitude  at  ihe 
time  of  Munich  To  them  the  war  is  many 
thousands  of  miles  away  and  life,  there- 
fore. for  the  Middle  Westerner,  proceeds 
normally.  On  the  west  coast  of  America 
attention  Is  fixed  on  the  Pacific,  rather 
than  on  the  Atlantic,  and  there  again  Ihe 
problems  of  Europe  seem  remote  Only 
on  the  eastern  seaboard  and  In  the  south 
doe.s  there  appear  to  be  a deep  sympathy 
for  our  Ideah  and  a clear  understanding 
of  our  trials.  It  Is  useless  he  says,  to 
criticize  this  state  of  affairs  because,  after 
all.  it  is  understandable  We  can  only 
hope  to  wm  over  this  of  opituoii 

In  the  Middle  West  and  Far  West  by 
avoiding  any  action  which  would  suggest 
that  In  this  war  we  are  actuated  by  selfl-sh 
motives. 

Suspicious  of  Competition 

WITH  this  background  sketched  out. 

Mr  Odey  next  gives  u.s  a somewhat 
startling  vision  of  the  outlook  of  certain 
people  across  the  Atlantic.  It  Is  not  sur- 
prising that  some  Amcrlcin  manufactur- 
ers. he  says,  seeing  the  large  appropria- 
tions under  Lend-l>rase.  are  disposed  to 
complain  If  they  Imagine  that  the  same 
materials  that  they  are  sending  to  as-slst 
our  war  effort  come  back  In  the  form  of 
manufactured  grjods  sent  In  competition 
with  their  owm-  e.sperlally  if  the  materials 
so  used  are  kept  m short  supply  to  them 
so  that  they  may  be  dispatched  to  aasist 
the  war  effort  In  Great  Britain.  Moreover, 
many  Americans  take  the  view  that,  since 
their  own  Industries  are  being  dislocated 
In  order  tlint  supplies  under  Lend-Lease 
may  be  faclliluled.  they  have  a right  to 
expect  Uiul  every  able-bodied  man  and 
woman  In  this  country  .should  either  be  In 
the  services  or  else  engaged  in  some  form 
of  direct  war  effort 

Happily,  while  this  view  of  things  Is  rer- 
talnly  prevalent,  It  does  not,  Mr  Odey 
believes,  reflect  Ihe  general  American 
standpiunt  which  he  prefers  to  think  Is 
better  summed  up  In  the  following  ex- 
tract from  The  New  York  Times;  . 

By  signing  Ihe  agreement  las  detailed 
In  the  White  Paper'  the  United  States 
Oovernment  ha.s  rejected  the  theory 
that  Great  BriUins  trade  must  be 
crippled  before  help  is  given,  and  ha.s 
accepted  Ihe  principle  that  the  British 
mu.**!  continue  to  be  able  to  maintain 
about  t»o-thlrds  of  thejr  normal 
export  trade  tn  order  to  bring  In 
e.isenlial  dollar  exchange  for  purcha.se 
of  materials  which  cannot  be  obtained 
in  the  United  States 


Reciprocal  Trading 

Mr  Odey  goes  on  to  point  out  Ih^l  It 
Is  not  as  widely  known  in  the  United 
States  as  It  should  be  that  Uiere  u a limit 
to  the  proportion  of  a nation  s population 
which  can  be  efficiently  transferred  to  the 
production  of  war  supplies,  The  national 
life  cannot  stand  still  In  addition.  It  Is 
more  vital  tlian  ever  that  Britain  should 
maintain  her  economic  structure.  Many 
Intelligent  Americana  realize  that  Great 
Britain  will  cease  to  be  a market  for 
American  goods  In  the  pcMt-war  period 
for  the  simple  reason  that  tfus  country 
will  not  be  able  to  earn  ihe  dollars  to 
permit  the  purchase  of  givnis  They  real- 
ise. too.  that  It  Is  scarcely  a sound 
for  future  international  trade  that  gtxxls 
shall  be  given  to  us,  if  that  Is  what  Lend- 
Lease  means  In  short,  our  new  order  will 
be  based  up<m  a free  inlrrchange  of  goods 
and  proper  encouragement  of  interna- 
tional trade  which.  If  it  u to  be  healthy 
and  permanent,  must  be  reciprocal  be- 
tween  the  various  countries  of  the  world 
that  de.slre  lo  participate 

Everything  Mr  Odey  saw  and  read 
during  his  stay  In  the  United  States  served 
in  strengthen  his  conviction  that  both 
during  and  after  the  war  the  development 
of  export  trade  oversea  will  best  be 
achieved  along  co-operative  Unes.  instead 
of  each  hrm  rivaling  the  others  In  oversea 
markeU  These  are  the  lines  he  adds, 
upon  which  the  Leather.  Footwear  A 
Allied  Industfles  Export  CorporaUon.  Um- 
Ued.  Is  working 

"Essential  Part  of  War  Effort" 

A FURTHER  impression  Mr  CWey  gained 
m America  was  of  the  remarkable 
atttfnce  of  knowledge  of  the  extent  of 
Britain's  war  effort,  and  also  the  Inability 
of  so  many  people  to  assess  the  real  posi- 
tion. He  found  a strange  lack  of  under- 
standing that  Britain  is  neither  "down 
and  out " aa  one  b»xly  of  opinion  appeared 
to  believe  -nor  living  a pracUcally  normal 
peace-time  llfe--a  view  which  seemed  to 
be  held  by  msny.  That  this  country  U to 
a great  extent  mobllued  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war  but  that,  at  the  same  time, 
fsaenllal  services  and  biuiness  art  being 
carried  on  as  well  as  they  can  be  in  the 
circumstances,  should  be  the  keynote  of 
propaganda  In  the  United  States  It 
should  also  be  made  widely  known  thst 
Great  Britain  Is  carrying  on  a (air  maas- 


m the  United  Stales  of  the  extant  of  the 
war  effort  here,  the  magnitude  of  the 
change-over  of  industry — labor,  plant  and 
buildings— from  peace  to  war-time  pro- 
ducTtvUy.  and  particularly  the  extant  to 
which  the  commercial  community  of 
Britain,  while  maintaining  this  glganUc 
war  production.  Is  able  to  keep  a reason- 
able export  trade  going  without  Injury  to 
the  war  output. 

Mr  Odey  concludes  his  survey  in  these 
words  "Even  worse  from  our  point  of 
view  Is  the  Inability  of  many  shades  of 
opinion  in  America  to  pndersland  that 
our  export  trade  U an  essential  part  of 
our  war  effort.  Much  of  our  war  supplies 
have  lo  come  from  countries  other  than 
the  United  Slates  and  It  is  of  vital  import- 
ance Uiat  we  .should  earn  currency  In 
these  countries  which  will  enable  us  lo 
purcha.se  tiiesc  supplies.  The  North  Am- 
erican continent  Is  almost  entirely  self- 
contained  and  the  average  American  has 
lUtle  interest  in  international  trade  as 
such.  America  would  still  continue  to 
be  a pro.vperwu«  country  if  their  export 
trade  were  entirely  .suspended  With  us 
it  is  different;  It  Is  quite  imptxa&lble  to 
maintain  the  economic  standard  of  life 
of  40.000.000  people  on  these  Islands  with- 
out the  economic  resources  which  can  only 
be  earned  by  export  trade  These  are  the 
ba-slc  facts  of  our  economic  existence,  and 
11  is  vital  that  we  should  Impress  these 
facts  upon  the  Americans  at  large,  bearing 
in  mind,  as  we  do.  that  not  only  our  own 
future  but  the  future  of  the  world  depends 
npm\  their  reaction  to  our  needs  "

Is 
the  grace  of  Cod  working  within  the  soul 
that  la  stirred  to  the  beginnings  of  re- 
pentance and  of  a longing  to  be  free  from 
the  tyranny  to  which  It  has  given  place 
But  in  the  spiritual  life,  as  m the  life  of 
the  body,  prevention  Is  better  than  cure. 
And  prevention  Is  not  a matter  of  simply 
saying  No ' to  evil,  it  Is  still  more  a posi- 
tive delight  m the  good,  in  this  case  a 
generosity  which  expresses  the  love  of 
one's  neighbor  by  a ready  acknowledg- 
ment of  the  qualiUe.s  and  powers  that  he 
poLsesses  as  Ood  .s  gifts  to  him  (or  u.se  in 
God  ■ .-^rvice  To  all  comes  the  question, 

' What  hast  thou  that  thou  didst  not  re- 
ceive^" It  Is  a qu»'.stion  which  should  be 
both  a barrier  against  self-vaunting  and 
» .'lafeguard  against  the  depression  that 
may  come,  first  as  an  overshadowing 
gloom  and  Anally  as  envy  settling  Itself 
within  the  soul,  to  one  who  Is  conscious 
of  rich  endowments  of  whatever  kind  they 
be.  which  another  has  and  be  .himself 
tsck.s 

In  the  Epl.stlf  for  la.'-'  Sunday  St  Paul 
fells  the  Corinthians  that  there  are  ‘’di- 
versities of  gifts  but  the  same  Spirit"  and 
he  goes  on  to  speak  of  various  manifesta- 
tions In  the  life  of  Christian  believers  of 
the  Spirtt'a  presence  and  power.  This 
teaching  cuts  at  the  rrxit  of  envy,  since 
envy  involves  a comparl.«m  between  two 
persons,  witii  all  reference  to  Ood  left  out. 

A professing  Christian  who  Is  envious  Is 
turning  hu  back  upon  Ood  the  Creator. 
Ood  who  has  made  man  in  His  own  Image 
has  made  men  very  different  Ood.  it  has 
been  said  must  love  ordinary  people  since 
Hr  has  made  so  many  of  them  Yet  each 
ordinary  person  i.s  himself  unique  what 
lie  makes  of  life  will  not  be  and  cannot  be 
what  hu  neighbor  will  make  of  It;  but 
(ach  of  them  can  make  hu  life  a showing 
forth  of  Ood'.s  prai.se  and  g keeping  of 
Hu  commandments,  and  in  each  It  Is  the 
will  of  the  Spirit  to  manife.st  Himself 
A.1  envy  embttiers  the  relations  between 
individuals,  so  II  does  also  those  between 
nations,  and  here  too  a prevention  that 
IS  better  than  cure  u to  be  found  in  the 
generous  recognition  of  God's  gifts  lo  all 
nalloiu  of  certain  qualities  and  powers 
w hich  are  to  be  used  in  HU  service  for  the 
common  good  and  to  Hu  glory.  Ood  the 
Creator  ‘has  made  of  one  blood  alt  na- 
tions of  men  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of 
the  earth  ' It  is  when  they  all  begin  to 
acknowledge  that  they  are  all  the  mem- 
bers of  one  body,  and  muirt  seek  one  an- 
other's good,  that  envy  wlU  cease  to 
poison  the  life  of  the  nations,  and  the 
foundations  of  a lasting  peace  will  have 
beer  laid

SIR  Edward  Jaduum  and  hl.s  wife  have 
been  In  Malta  all  through  the  hun- 
dreds of  raids  by  German  and  Italian 
planes  .since  war  began  They  haye  been 
on  a flying  visit  to  London,  and  now  they 
are  back  tn  the  Uland  again. 

Sir  Edward,  under  the  Governor.  Lieu- 
tenant-General Sir  William  Eiobbie.  u 
responsible  for  the  civil  administration  of 
the  Island  He  knows  down  to  the  tiniest 
detail  all  that  the  people  have  had  to  face 
m their  months  of  almost  incessant  bomb- 
ing—I was  almost  going  to  call  it  a siege, 
although  the  Maltese  don't  regard  them- 
Aelve.H  as  In  any  way  beleaguered 
M.ilta,  of  course,  of  any  place  in  the 
Empire,  u In  as  lough  a spot  as  there  U 
What  U It’  It  is  a liny  little  place,  only 
about  120  square  miles  all  told.  It  U 
crammed  with  a quarter  of  a million 
people  - much  more  densely  pi^pulaled 
than  we  are  In  Britain  — and  sitting  right 
out  in  the  middle  of  the  Mediterranean, 
less  than  sixty  miles  from  Sicily,  but 
getting  on  for  I.OOO  miles  either  way  from 
the  nearest  British  naval  bases  of  Gibral- 
tar and  Alexandria 

And.  in  spile  of  thu.  the  little  colony 
receive.^  regular  supplies  of  arms,  re- 
inforcements and  fo^.  In  fact,  in  many 
items  they  re  belter  off  than  are  In 
Britain.  It  says  something  for  Britain's 
naval  and  air  strength  In  what  Mussolini. 
I suppose,  would  like  lo  call  his  sea.  that 
we  in  Bnlaln  are  able  to  keep  Malta, 
thousands  of  miles  away,  regularly  sup- 
plied and  protected 


Full-Scjle  Raids 

May  I just  give  you  a few  ftgure.s'* 
Malta  has  had  over  800  raid  alarms, 
and  about  500  of  these  turned  out  to  be 
full-Bcale  raids  Now  how  many  people 
do  you  imagine  have  been  killed  in  all 
Ihejw  long  months  of  bombing?  Three 
hundred  and  sixty'  It  Seems  Incredible 
Thata  well  under  an  average  of  one  fatal 
casualty  a raid  From  my  own  experience 
of  London  raids  I can  tell  you  that  this 
speaks  wonders  for  Malta's  air  and  ground 
defence*,  and  for  her  civil  defence— her 
shelters  and  so  on. 

There  have  only  been  about  300  people 
seriously  Injured  I don't  know  whether 
you  know  Malta,  but  I can  remember 
wandering  Uirough  lU  narrow,  dusty  IllUe 
streets,  and  being  amazed  at  the  number 
of  people  the  houses  contained.  The 
people  in  Malta  really  are  packed  light, 
and  U*s  nothing  for  fifteen  or  twenty  to 
live  in  one  house  They  ve  escaped  lnjur>’. 
first,  because  of  their  splendid  discipline, 
secondly,  because  of  their  remarkably 
efficient  shelter  accnmmodaUon 

If  you  were  to  acrabble  down  a fool  or 
so— sometimes  only  a matter  of  inches— 
through  the  sidl  in  a Maltese  garden  you 
would  come  to  rock  And  that  s the  secret 
of  Malta's  good  shelters.  This  rock  al- 
though It  stands  up  lo  the  toughest  bomb- 
ing happens  to  be  very  easy  to  work,  and 
there  Is  a squad  of  5.000  Maltese  laborers 
digging  small  rock  shelters  all  over  the 
island  Sir  Edward  told  me  that  when  he 
left  they  were  getting  on  with  the  work 
so  quickly  that  they  were  providing  shelter 
accommodation  for  a thousand  new  people 
every  day. 

Malta  IB  lucky,  loo.  bo  far  as  fire  raids 
are  concerned.  The  bomber*  have  tried 
one  or  two  Incendiary  raids,  but  they  soon 
gave  them  up  os  a bad  Job  Most  of 
Malta'*  houses  have  flat  atone  roofs,  and 
XhA  ore  a good  enough  answer  to  any  fire 
bomb.  They  have  the  wailing  alr-roid 
Sirens  Just  os  we  have  tn  Britain,  and  thfy 
have  the  same  "ralders-passed”  signal  a.s 
we  have,  but  they've  got  something  else 
beoldes  A llltle  while  after  the  ‘ raiders 
passed ' olren  has  sounded  the  church  bells 
ring  out  all  over  the  island— a sort  of 
double  clear  And  if  you  know  Malta  you 
know  what  those  bells  mean  They  are 
one  of  the  unforgettable  memories  of  the 
place  I shall  never  forget  being  down 
in  Vmletta  Harbor  and  hearing  the  Joyous 
ringing  of  hundreds  of  bells  from  the 
churches  stretched  away  up  on  the  hill. 
Malta  U famous  (or  Us  beautiful  churches. 


and  the  pity  Is  that  so  many  of  them  have 
been  damaged.  The  lovely  cathedral  In 
Valclta  lUelf  has  been  hit.  too. 

Malta's  Contempt 

MALTAS  first  air  raids  were  often  in 
the  daytime,  but  the  enemy  soon 
gave  that  up.  Our  gunners  and  fighter 
planes  were  a bit  too  hot  for  them.  When 
the  Germans  set  up  air  ba.ses  for  them- 
selves In  Sicily.  Malta  did  have  quite  a 
lough  time.  The  Germans  were  much 
more  determined  and  ruthle.ss  in  their 
bombing  than  the  Italians.  But  when  the 
Ume  came  for  the  great  struggle  In  Russia 
to  begin  the  Nazi  bombers  disappeared 
from  the  Mediterranean.  They  had  an- 
other Job  on  hand,  and  they  left  Mus.so- 
lim's  men  to  carry  on  The  Maltese  soon 
began  to  notice  the  difference,  and  If  any 
Italian  planes  did  dare  to  come  over  in 
the  daytime  the  people  Just  came  out  Into 
the  sireeta  to  watch  the  (un.  that's  all. 
Nowadays,  even  at  night,  many  of  U>em 
don't  trouble  to  go  down  Into  the  shelters. 
The  amazing  thing  is  that  those 
crowded  thousands  of  Maltose  have  be- 
come almost  contemptuous  of  Mu.ssollnrs 
raids.  Do  you  know  what  they  call  the 
Italian  bombs?  "Micky  Mouse"  bombs' 
There  is  not  much  doubt  what  the  Maltese 
think  about  the  Italians  now.  and.  apart 
from  the  V for  Victory  sign  plastered  up 
ali  over  the  island,  the  only  words  chalked 
up  on  the  wall*  are  "Bomb  Rome  ” 

It  is  a remarkable  swing-over  In  public 
opmlon  when  you  come  to  think  of  It 
For  years  before  the  war  the  Italians  were 
doing  everything  they  could  to  undermine 
MalU‘.s  allegiance  to  Britain  They  ujvd 
to  give  scholarships  to  Malto.*ve  children 
for  Italian  schools  and  universities  They 
offered  special  cheap  travel  laclllUes  to 
encourage  the  Maltese  to  go  to  Italy— and 
after  all.  it  is  only  Just  across  the  water, 
a.s  you  nilgm  say.  Yet  now.  throughout 
the  whole  island,  you  hever  hear  a whLsper 
of  pro-Italian  sentiment. 

VLTiatover  sympathy  and  friendship 
there  might  have  been  for  Italy  and  the 
Italians  among  rertaln  sections  of  the 
Maltese  before  the  war.  It  has  all  been 
bla.^led  aw'ay  by  Mussolini’s  bombs 
Invasion’’  There  i*  no  fear  In  Malta 
that  they  might  suffer  the  fato  of  Crete 
Everyone  is  perfectly  organized  and  thor- 
oughly Instructed  in  what  to  do  If  there 
were  an  Invasion  attempt,  and  they  have 
not  the  slightest  doubt  as  to  what  would 
be  the  outcome  of  it.  ’They  remember 
what  happened  to  Uie  little  band  of 
Italian  E-boals.  and  one-man  torpedoes  ' 
that  tried  to  force  an  entrance  Into 
Valelta  Harbor  The  "suicide  squad"  they 
called  them  They  came  at  dawTi  and 
every  one  of  them  was  accounted  for 
before  he  got  to  the  harbor  entrance  That 
raid  was  last  July.  It  was  a pretty  thriv- 
ing affair  while  it  lasted  The  enemy 
organized  an  air  raid  as  well  to  try  to 
divert  attention  from  the  sea  attack

Up  tn  the  bows  is 
the  explosive  In  the  middle  slU  the

differently  from  pi-acetime.  The  blackout, 
of  course,  holds  up  social  actiTilles  a bit. 
but  there  U plenty  of  food  Meal,  for  one 
thing.  Is  not  even  rationed.  Whai  ration- 
ing there  is  has  been  imposed  with  the 
Idea  of  controlling  distribution,  rather 
than  because  of  any  sliortage.  Among  the 
things  that  are  rationed  are  sugar,  fats, 
matches,  edible  oils  and  laundry  soap 
Silk  stockings  have  run  out.  and  there 
aren't  os  many  cosmetics  available  as 
the  women  would  Uke  to  have.  But  so 
far  as  essenUals  are  concerned  there  is  no 
shortage  whatever.  Even  Aims  get  flown 
to  the  Island.

Liian  this  Victoria  November  day  witfi  a 


older  parts  being  dark  reddish  brown  and 
woody  while  it  leaves  are  bright  green 
and  revuluie,  that  is  to  say.  they  have 
their  edges  turned  backward  like  Die 
leaves  of  Labrador-tea.  This  leaf  character 
Is  interesting  because  It  is  found  in  plants 
of  two  distmct  environmenU,  so  distinct 
that  they  seem  as  opposite  as  it  Is  possible 
to  be.  One  is  where  water  is  nOT'unly 
abundant  as  in  a bog  or  mu.5keg;  this  the 
Labrador-tea.  bog-cranberry,  and  kalmia 
with  their  revoJute  leaves  alike  favor.  The 
other  Is  an  environment  thoroughly  dry 
for  at  least  a good  part  of  the  year,  aucii 
a one  as  we  get  In  exposed  places  such  as 
these  rocks  near  the  sea  The  point  of 
coincidence  between  the  two  environ- 
ments lies  In  the  fact  that  bog-water  Is 
so  acid  ax  to  check  the  roots  In  their 
absorption  of  water  and  so  a condition  of 
physiological  dryness  results.  It  may  be 
illustrated  by.  though  differing  la  degree 
from,  the  Ancient  Manner  s "water,  water 
everywhere,  nor  any  drop  to  drink  ’ To 
diminish  to  some  extent  the  need  fur 
water  the  plants  so  situated  cover  their 
leaf  pores  with  hair,  wool,  or  velvet,  or 
with  Uie  down-turned  margms.  or  with  a 
combination  of  both.  Our  whlUiiw-wori 
knotweed  is  well  worth  attenUon  with  a 
good  magnifying -glass  It  is  particularly 
inleresting  to  compare  It  with  the 
autumnal  or  spurreylike  knntweed  which 
blooms  on  dry  rocky  hills  away  from  the 
sea  in  the  Autumn  months  when  all  Ls 


view  of  It  across  the  BtraiU  of  Georgia 
But  today  the  sky  adds  greauy  to  the 
mountain's  effectiveness  and  impresslve- 
ness.  For  the  mist  that  hides  the 
Olympics  IS  like  Uie  fringe  of  a great  grey 
mass  of  Uun  cloud  shaped  like  a Ualteaed 
dome  This  cloud  throws  a shadow  across 
Ban  Juan  Island  and  its  immediate  neigh- 
bors so  that  they  are  apparelled  in  a deep 
but  intense  blue.

Growing  by  the  polygonum  is  another 
plant  which  has  strangely  adapted  itself 
to  prolonged  drought  It  Is  one  of  Uie 
stone-crops  or  sedums,  not  the  common 
broad-leaved  one  but  that  with  crowded 
leaves,  round  in  secUon  and  tapenng  to  a 
dull  point.  "Stenopetalum"  means  "nar- 
row-petalled"  but  Uiat  is,  I should  say, 
just  what  they  arc  not.  However  the 
scienufie  names  of  plants  are  an  endless 
- urce  of  wonder.  And  still  another 
near-by  lover  of  bare  dry  places  is  the 
thrift  or  sca-plnk.  known  Ut  us  In  gardens 
by  several  gardeners’  varieties  Amena 
vulgaris  tHenry  gives  it  as  Slat  Ice 
armerlai  is  a typical  dweller  on  the  rocks 
Just  above  hlgh-tide  mark,  commonly 
associated  with  the  sea-plantaln.  Not 
found  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  this 
continent  It  is  a well-known  European 
plant  and  there,  akipping  the  lowlands. 
It  passes  from  the  seashore  to  the  moun- 
tain lops.  "Armena"  appears  to  have  no 
meanmg:  "sutlce"  Is  the  name  of  some 
Greek  plant. 


‘Tropaeolum"  U at  least  as  easy  to  say 
as  "nasturtium"  which  I thought  a very 
unpleasant  name  when  I was  a child,  and 
actually  it  means  something  since  it  refers 
to  the  twisUng  turning  habit  of  the  stems 
which  is  so  obvious  even  in  the  kinds  not 
listed  os  "cUmberi."  However  “nasturtium** 
has  had  so  long  association  with  the  larger 
iropaeolums  Uiat  the  most  conservaUve  of 
botanists  must  yield. 

Along  rhe  Edge  of  fhe  Land 

Here  we  are  at  Shoal  Bay  or,  as  the 
Canadian  charts  and  the  B C. 
Gazetteer  have  it,  McNeill  Bay,  after 
Captain  McNeill  whose  farm  lay  at  the 
head  of  the  bay  and  whose  venerable 
house  still  stands  and  Is  In  use.  The  title 
"Shoal  " comes  from  Uie  shallow  character 
of  the  bay  and  Its  neighborhood  just  as  Us 
larger  neighbor  to  the  west  is  called 
"Foul"  because  Its  mouth  is  blocked  by 
an  extensive  reef  «f  rock  submerged  at 
high  tide  and  so  is  said  in  nautical 
language  to  be  “foul."  Bo  far  from-trylng 
to  alter  these  old  salluri'  terms  we  ought 
to  be  proud  of  them  as  connections  with 
the  old  days  when  sailing  vessels  large 
and  small  plied  in  our  waters  and  close, 
observation  and  .vhrewd  Judgment  as  well 
as  experience  had  to  take  the  place  of 
charts  for  many  a year. 

Down  on  the  beach  where  the  tide  Is 
high  and  a long  mat  of  half-decayed 
bladder-kelp  extends  ju.it  above  the 
water's  edge  there  seems  but  little  of  In- 
terest except  pebbles  and  gravel  But  the 
bank  lx  worth  a little  Inspection  if  you 
are  Interested  in  hlsUjry  older  by  far  than 
that  of  Captain  McNeill.  About  eight  to 
tea  feet  high  it  is  a capital  cross-section 
of  the  upper  surface  of  the  land  which 


stretches  from  here  acro.u  Oak  Bay 
municipality  to  the  north.  The  lower  and 
greater  part  of  this  edge  of  the  land  thus 
exposed  con.slsts  of  a sandy  clay  wltb  a 
few  cobbles  and  pebWes  imbedded  in  It. 
Here  and  there  layers  can  be  seen,  show- 
ing distinct  slratlflcaUon.  the  work  of 
water.  Further  along  as  we  approach  the 
timbered  defences  against  the  sea  we  see 
If  we  keep  a sharp  look-out  some  small 
shells  embedded  In  the  bank,  some  of 
them  In  layers.  You  can  easily  remove  one 
With  a pocket-knife  or  even  with  your 
fingers,  and  when  you  do  you  find  you 
have  usually  a amaii  bivalve  common 
along  our  cuasts  today  as  It  has  been  for 
a very  long  time.  Baxicava  arctica.  It  is 
about  an  mch  long  and  about  half  as  wide. 
It  so  vanes  in  size  and  appearance  over  its 
wide  range  from  Cape  of  Good  Hope  to 
tiie  Arctic  that  it  is  said  five  genera  and 
lifUwn  species  have  bctm  made  out  of  this 
one  ipeciesf  Baxicava  does  not  teem  to  be 
u.suaUy  a rock-borer  with  us.  preferring 
to  reside  In  the  great  holdfasts  of  kelp, 
but  In  Great  Britain  it  excavates  limestone 
and  Iron  claystone.  hence  Its  name  "saxl- 
cava"  or  *'rock-hollowef  ” Above  is  a foot 
or  two  of  black  soil  capped  by  recent 
shells  probably  of  Indian  origin. 

The  greater  part  of  the  bank  then  con- 
of  maUsnal  once  below  the  sea  for 
only  thus  are  the  lower  shells  and  the 
stratified  purlions  txpiauiable.  The 
pebbles  and  cubbies  are.  like  the  sandy 
Olay  In  which  Uiry  lie.  part  of  the  debris 
of  the  ice-cap  eventually  deposited  in  the 
sea.  The  wide  valley  at  the  head  of  the 
bay  once  lay  under  the  waves  and  In  some 
of  lu  depressions  bogs  or  muskegs  even- 
tually developed  when  it  rase  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  The  same  condition 


IS  found  behind  Foul  and  ShoM  bays  In 
all  these  mu.skegs  and  lake  bottoms  fresh- 
water sliells  of  various  species  are  lying 
above  saltwater  shells  such  as  we  meet 
with  along  our  shores  today,  certain  evi- 
dence of  the  slow  rising  of  the  land 

Below  Anderson  Hill 
east  end  of  the  sliore  terminates 
i agaUisl  the  rocks  of  Anderson  HUi. 
which  in  turn  supports  the  west  end  of 
the  Golf  Unk.5.  The  height  of  this  hill  Is 
just  under  half  that  of  Gonzales  Hill,  the 
latter  being  1130  feet  while  the  former  Is 
108.  Compu.sed  of  similar  yet  softer  and 
darker  rock  Anderson  HUI  Mhs  sufTerecl 
more  from  erosion.  Following  the  road 
as  It  rises  over  the  shoulder  of  the  hUl  we 
M-e  on  our  right  a little  islet  tied  to  the 
land  by  a bar  of  gravel  This  is  Kitty's 
Islet.  Hardly  are  we  In  sight  of  It  when 
we  see  of  all  things  In  the  world  this 
Uiird  Saturday  in  November  wild  roses 
In  full  bloom.  A thicket  of  Nootka  rose 
bt'ars  not  only  several  flowers  dyed 
deeply  as  in  June  and  just  as  sweetly 
scented  but  also  numbers  of  buds.  Herr 
again  t point  out  the  influence  of  the  salt 
&ir  on  plant  life.  Close  by  are  grindelias  in 
flower  but  there  is  nothing  unusual  in 
that  The  cormorants  sitting  in  a row 
along  the  tup  of  a half-submerged  rock 
are  Just  about  a stone's  throw  away  an<f 
their  resUvene.S8  as  we  muve  about  below 
the  rose-thicket  shows  they  realize  how 
close  we  are. 

On  the  rucks  here  by  the  sea  are  mats 
of  an  Interesting  knotweed  known  botan- 
ically  as  Polygonum  paronychia  because 
the  sheaths  of  the  knots  or  Joints  split 
into  silvery  threads  which  xugge.stod  to  Its 
first  described  tlie  genus  Paronychia  whose

Thi.s  our  first  wllk»w  to  display  its  “pu.ssy- 
wiUows"  or  •palm,"  is  the  one  knowm  as 
Hooker's.  In  lk39  its  calkin.^  were  showing 
in  the  middle  of  December.  The  pictur- 
esque pines  about  the  Golf  Links  and 
along  the  road  are  a great  feature  of  the 
laiid.NCupe,  one  of  Uie  best  portions  of 
which  IS  Uial  seen  across  the  links  just 
beyond  the  clubhouse  and  towards  either 
the  water-tower  or  the  Ross  Buy  district. 
Aspen  poplars,  small  and  crooked  and 
dark,  grow  by  the  road  and  there  are  some 
-cattered  oaks  Turning  down  towards 
Currie  Road  and  Windsor  Park  past 
woods  where  the  wild  cherry  grows  In  all 
Its  sleek  grace  we  pass  rows  of  houses 
where  what  seems  but  a short  time  ago 
a quarter  of  a century  almost— oU  was 
wild  country,  covered  wiUi  nothing  but 
native  timber,  shrubbery,  and  open  glades. 
In  the  sketch  on  this  page  you  will  see 
htiw  Currie  Road  -not  then  known  by  that 
name — looked  in  August.

Thefr  of  a Name 

IT  u fortunate  that  plants  are  uncon- 
-rlouft  of  what  we  call  them.  Other- 
wise the  nasturtium  of  our  roadside 
ditches  and  brooks  might  have  had  a 
real  grievance.  For  actually  the  "nastur- 
tium" that  has  been  caught  by  the  frost 
on  Chamberlain  Street  and  has  escaped  It 
d'lWii  by  the  sea  is  not  a nasturtium  at  all. 
1’  is  properly  speaking  a Tropaeolum.  a 
fairly  near  relative  of  the  geranium  and 
pelargonium,  and  it  came  to  Europe  and 
thence  to  u-x  from  Sciulh  America.  There 
are  other  .species  such  as  the  very  striking 
Tropaeolum  speclosum  or  (lame-flower, 
with  Its  deep  red  flowers. 

Tropaeolum  majus  seems  to  have  been 
first  l^nown  popularly  to  British  gardeners 
B.s  Indlan-cress,  because  of  the  resem- 
blance of  the  pungent  ta.ste  of  Its  leavea 
to  the  “bile’'  of  ordinary  water-cress  or 
“cress"  fur  short.  Next  It  acquired  itie 
proper  scientific  generic  name  of  the 
water-cress  and  has  been  persistently 
known  ever  since  as  “nasturtium. **  I don't 
suppose  however  that  you.  my  reader, 
think  the  water-cross  ha.^  lost  much  In  the 
transaction  since  tt  has  retained  Its  good 
old  English  name  On  the  other  hand  what 
has  our  South  American  plant  gained? 


Through  the  Golf  Links 

The  road  now  to  the  crown  of  the 
hill  where  a beautiful  view  opens  up 
to  us  this  sunny  afternoon.  While  the 
Olympics  behind  u.s  are  veiled  In  grey  mist 
the  high  peaks  of  the  Cascades  are  clearly 
!.ren.  Three  large  and  distinct  mounlaln.'i 
are  very  conspicuous  about  due  east,  lit 
up  by  the  rays  of  the  afternoon  sun 
More  sUrklng  still  in  every  respect  is  the 
view  of  Mount  Baker  and  its  attendant 
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The  Blacksmith’s  Basin 
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1'^OUR  days  after  leaving  Moscow  by 
the  Trans-Siberian  Railway  you  croM 
the  Ob  and  arrive  at  Novosibirsk,  a 
vigorous,  thriving  city,  sprawling  like  an 
American  Mid-Westem  town.  A further 
three-hour  railway  Journey  takes  you  into 
the  heart  of  Kuxnetsky  Basin,  in  Western 
Siberia,  the  Soviet  Union's  second  great 
mduxtnal  centre.  This  district  is  well 
over  2.500  miles  from  the  present  Eastern 
batUefrontr— as  far  apart  as  Llverptxil  and 
Montreal- -and  far  outside  the  present 
range  of  Hitler's  bombers  and  panzer 
divisions. 

Kuznetz"  is  Russian  for  blacksmith, 
and  Its  connection  with  this  coal  basin 
arose  when  the  Mongol  conqueror,  Gen- 
ghis Khan,  forged  his  weapons  here  In 
the  thirteenth  century  before  marching 
on  the  Western  world. 

Geologists  say  that  there  are  (our  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  million  ions  of 
coal  In  the  basin,  or  twice  as  much  as 
we  know  we  have  In  Britain.  The  coals 
are  of  high  quality  (or  steaming  and 
coking  purposes.  Southwards  there  are 
great  reaervea  of  iron  ore. 

The  eastern  boundary  of  KuzneUky 
Basin  U the  River  Tom.  a tributary  of  the 
Ob  The  Tom  is  a sparkling  river  in 
Bummer,  but  for  aix  months  in  Winter  U 
becomes  a tweoly-foot  thick  road  of  -^d 
ice.  To  the  west  of  this  river  begins  the 
undulating  Siberian  black  earth  country 
which  stretches  for  over  a thousand  miles 
until  It  reaches  the  gentle  alope.s  of 
Ural  Mountalna 

The  Tom's  eastern  bank  is  quite  differ* 
ent,  (or  here  are  JOO-foot  high  cliffs  which 
form  the  edge  of  the  Altai  Mountarna 
*Thts  great  Alpine  mass  separates  Biberis 
from  the  land  of  Outer  Mongolia  In  these 
cliffs  great  teams  of  coal^  stand  revealed 
for  all  to  see 

Id  1918.  when  the  Oarman  army  was 


rutting  deep  into  Russian  territory  and  tt 
seemed  possible  that  It  might  reach  Mn.s- 
cow  and  Leningrad.  Lenin,  the  Soviet 
leader,  had  plans  already  prepared  for 
retrealing  eastwards  behind  the  Urals, 
where  he  had  vUuaUsed  a state  based  on 
Ural  iron  and  Kuznelzky  coal.  *rhat  Ger- 
man offensive,  of  course,  fell  badly  by  the 
wayside,  but  the  development  of  Soviet

Siberia  is  a tremendous  land  mass,  and 
even  today  murb  of  It  has  hardly  been 
trodden  by  man  In  It  one  feels  remote, 
far  from  a world  of  narrow  distances  and 
many  rltles.  In  places.  If  harsh.  It  1« 
strikingly  beniitiful.  in  our  part,  for  m* 
stance,  nature  go<s  to  extremes.  Spring 
and  Autumn  scarcely  exist  and  Winter 
and  Summer  follow  each  other.  The  crops 
‘wn  in  late  May  are  harvested  In  early 
August  Sometimes  a heavy  frost  will 
occur  In  the  midst  Summer 
AL  Uie  end  of  April  we  all  used  to  feel 
resllet  Irrexl.xtibly  we  were  drawn  from 
our  work  to  the  banks  of  the  Tom.  sUU 
tightly  held  by  Ice  as  hard  as  granite  tt 
.seemed  Jnstxs  eiemal.  Then.  louder  than 
all  the  barrages  over  London,  great 
crashes  reverberate  from  Its  strait-jacket 
of  ice  and  the  great  masses  sweep  tur- 
bulently  for  days  towards  the  Polar  Sea 
Gaiety  marks  the  rnd  of  the  tre  king's 
reign.  Everyone  crowds  the  river  banks, 
for  this  Is  the  carnival  time  of  the  dour 
Siberians,  who  dance  and  ting  and  play 
their  musical  instruments,  the  balalaika 
and  the  guitar.  And  in  this  time  of  the 
year.  too.  even  thP  vast  cornelian  cloud 
masses  above  the  mountains  seem  to 
mirror  the  sunshine  back  to  us. 

Kuzbass  in  1921 

\^y  owm  experience  of  Kuzbass  began 
I*  k u long  ago  as  1921.  in  Moscow,  when 
I w*4  co-opted  to  work  on  a scheme 
to  develop  this  region  as  a colonist  Indus- 
trial undertaking  This  meant  the  brtng- 
tng  from  America  of  engineers,  skilled 
workmen,  technical  equipment,  tools 
seeds,  and  even  food  t«  create  a new 
standard  of  life  The  pioneers  had  to  pay 
their  own  fares  to  Leningrad,  and  then 
they  spent  weeks  traveling  to  Kuabass  by 


railway  box  cars.  With  Uiem  went  Mani- 
toba wheat,  cual-cutUng  machines,  elec- 
tric Umps,  American  axes,  Rhode  Island 
Reds,  and  so  on. 

The  leader  was  a Dutch  engineer  from 
Java.  There  were  Americans  from  Oregon. 
New  York  and  Louisiana.  Finns  from 
Minnesota  and  Ontario;  Slavs  from  the 
mines  of  Pennsylvania  and  West  Virginia, 
young  engineers  Just  out  of  college— and 
one  who  had  gradusled  from  Lehigh  Unj- 
verslty,  Penruylvania,  as  far  back  as  1870. 

In  coming  to  Kuzbass  the  American 
Finns  had  an  extra  incentive,  for  it  was 
from  the  nearby  Altai  Mountain  range 
that  their  race  emerged  centuries  before, 
paulng  down  the  great  rivers  to  the  Polar 
Seas  towards  their  new  land  on  the  BalUc 
The  language  of  those  who  remained  is 
still  near  enough  to  Finnuh  for  Uirm  to 
understand  each  oUier. 

In  the  Kuznrizky  Basin  we  met  also  the 
Tartar.  Kalmyk  and  Sari  peoplea  of  Cen- 
tral Asia  and  We.stem  Siberia.  There  were 
also  several  tribes  of  wandering  gipsies, 
who  with  squat  black  tents  of  felt,  with 
horses,  goats  and  fat-iailed  aheep  followed 
the  Nomad  life  Of  the  KirghU  people  of 
the  wide  Steppes. 

Our  first  headquarters  was  the  small  in- 
dustrial township  of  Kemerovo,  spread  on 
both  flanks  of  the  Tom  There  were  three 
.xmali  mines  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the 
river  and  a small  unfinished  chemical 
plant  on  the  opposite  bank  Until  1926 
this  was  the  only  chemical  plant  In  the 
whole  of  Siberia.  To  the  north  were  two 
mining  towns  supplying  the  coal  needs  of 
the  Trans-Siberian  Railway,  while  to  the 
south  there  was  a small  steel  mill  and  two 
other  small  mining  lownahlps. 

Under  our  feet  were  prodigious  quanli- 
trr  - r oal;  before  our  eyes  the  beginning 
of  three  hundred  thousand  square  miles 
of  the  finest  agricultural  country.  No 
need  to  starve  or  freeze  here  If  work  were 
only  properly  organised. 

Into  thla  country  and  to  lU  peoples  we 
brought  our  American  technical  forces  and 
equipment- -new  hoisU,  electrical  locomo- 
tives and  lamps  for  the  mtnes,  while 
chemical  engineers  tackled  the  Inoperative 
chemical  plant  and  coal  began  to  flow 
high  over  the  Tom  on  a cableway  to  Us 
retorts. 

On  the  land  our  tractors  fell  to  work  on 
a 2ft.000-acre  farm,  laying  down  wheal, 
rya,  miUti  and  ffax.  With  headlights 


night  was  turned  into  day  and  the  work 
went  on. 

American  Wooden  Houses 

Many  of  our  new  Russian  workers  were 
then  living  In  holes  In  the  hillsides 
for  lack  of  houses.  On  the  lovely  heights 
of  the  further  sliore  ae  set  up  well-built 
American  wooden  houses.  The  American 
Finns,  true  to  their  tradition,  built  a large 
steam  bathhouse. 

Forty  miles  from  us  was  Guriev.  Here 
was  the  only  steel  mlU  In  the  2,500  miles 
between  Lake  Baikal  and  the  Northern 
Ural.  Approaching  It  over  peasant  roads 
on  a Summer  night  the  distant  (lames 
from  Its  small  furnaces  impressed  our 
remoteness  on  my  mind,  for  I could  go  on 
and  on  beyond  the  Persian  Gulf  and  never 
xcf  another  steel  mill. 

You  may  measure  by  this  the  Industrial 
backwardness  of  Afteen  years  ago  Around 
this  Utile  plant,  which  mainly  made 
plough-shares  and  oUier  peasant  needs, 
was  a high  stockade  with  watch  lowers 
It  had  formerly  been  a prison  (or  exiles 
In  Its  small  old-fashlnnrd  worksliops  were 
lathes  With  the  Imperial  Crown  and  In 
sigma  of  Catherine  the  Great 
In  those  days  production  always  (ell 
.steeply  in  Summer.  The  workers,  who  had 
been  long  away  from  their  own  villages 
would  go  home  for  harvest  and  a good 
lime  Many  had  their  own  cows,  which 
fed  in  the  struts  and  on  nearby  common 
land.  Our  output  of  cool  suffered.  After 
much  persuasion  we  guaranteed  milk  sup 
piles  snd  purchased  the  cows,  which  wr^ 
used  os  a beginning  for  s large  dairy  farm 
Bulls  were  brought  in  from  Switzerland, 
and  our  Arst  crop  of  calves  esused  a 
<>enAauon  among  the  peasantry  for  Ally 
miles  around  We  had  brought  milk 
bottles  from  New  York,  and  our  miners 
were  gettijig  pint  bottles  before  London 
iUelf  had  become  used  to  them.  Our  crops 
were  exceptional,  (or  the  fertile  black 
earth  gives  astonishing  yields  for  years 
without  manure  or  flog  Western  Siberia. 
With  lU  300.000  square  miles  of  such  land, 
could  Indeed  feed  the  whole  r^Ui 
Tliese  were  the  beginnings  in  Kuzbass 
the  Blacksmiths  Basin.  Today  great  and 
bustling  towns  stand  where  villages  were 
twenty  years  ago.  Populations  of  80.000 
to  100.000  are  not  uncommon  There  are 
now  great  chemical  combines,  sine  con 
centrmte  plonto,  cool  and  iron  mines,  elec- 
tric stations  and.  spreading  away  to  the 


horizon,  prosperous  stale  and  collective 
farms.  * 

But  king  of  the  Kuxbass  region  and  all 
Siberia  is  the  steel  town  named  after 
StoUn.  I look  Uie  earliest  preUroinary 
plana  fur  Stallnsk  from  New  York  in  1928 
Thu  great  city,  second  steel  eiilerprUc  U) 
the  Soviet  Union,  was  built  in  open  coun- 
try (our  miles  from  the  county  town  of 
Kuxnetx.  Words  of  mine  cannot  do  JusUce 
to  thU  triumph  of  Soviet  Siberian  con- 
slnictlon  during  four  long  savage  Siberian 
Winters.  Stallnak  and  Its  neighboring 
'Qilnlng  towns  are  now  exceeding  all  pre- 
vious records  In  the  output  of  coke  and 
Uie  fabricating  of  steel  in  helping  to  equip 
the  vaAant  Red  armies  In  the  batUeAeld 
Kirghiz  herdsmen  graduated  from  their 
movable  tents  of  fell  to  become  engineers 
and  foremen  before  they  even  learned  to 
Uve  in  houses  and  cities  They  deserted 
their  age-long  companion,  the  horse,  for 
the  iron  horse  the  sixty- four-ton  tank, 
the  Afly-lon  rail  can  that  carry  coke  to 
Steel  Plant  Number  One  at  Magnet  M«mn- 
tain  and  bring  back  iron  ore  t<n  smelting 
lit  Stallnsk. 

Is  It  incidental  that  Engluhmen.  Ameri- 
cans. Slava  and  Dutchmen  worked  in  the 
beginning  here  with  their  Russian  com- 
rades? Was  It  a prophecy  that  we  should 
all  be  united  in  1941  against  the  steeled 
barbarum  Uiat  strikes  out  of  the  West^  U 
the  genius  of  man  the  creator,  the  builder, 
and  the  pioneer,  to  be  overthrown  by  (he 
harpies  of  death  and  destrucUon  let  loose 
on  earth’ 

Mighfy  Achievement} 

The  men  of  Kuzbass  and  their  women 
know  the  answer  It  is  our  answer 
All  around  them  are  their  own 
mighty  achievements  of  waging  war  on 
riilure  for  a new  life  They  are  as  tough 
ax  their  own  steel  To  them  Ihetr  Kurboas 
Is  the  centre  of  the  universe  And  cer- 
tainly wiUiout  fxzfcgehation.  It  Is  the  tn- 
dustrisl  heart  of  the  great  land  mass  of 
Europe  and  Asia 

The  Siberian  countryside  is  sweet  in 
Summer.  Wild  Aowers  smother  the  mea- 
dows, Uie  panorama  of  color  changes  every 
few  days.  Its  wild  strawberries  and  its 
forest  berries  are  delightful.  Its  sunflowers 
and  popple-  are  vivid,  enormous  Bs 
blrch‘*  are  poems  In  trees,  its  k>vel> 
foresU  beddeil  deep  with  the  needles  of 
perfumed  pinei  and  spruce. 


The  Siberian  Winter  was  Uie  time  for 
social  events,  dances.  skaUng.  skl-lng  and 
hunting  the  bear  and  the  while  fox.  But 
ail  these  ameniUes  have  gone  into  the 
background  The  men  and  women  of 
Kuzbass  are  at  war  for  their  own  beloved 
land,  and  neither  food,  furs,  steel,  guns, 
tanks  nor  bombs  will  be  stinted  by 
Kuzba.ss  for  their  broUiers  in  the  armies 
of  Voroshilov,  Timoshenko  and  Budyenny, 
men  of  their  own  unconquerable  race 

Bishop  and  Hero 

A>TER  the  sickening  stones  of  cruelty, 
treachery  and  contempt  for  human 
honor  and  decency  that  pour  in  day  after 
day  from  NaxJ-domlnated  countrlea,  it  is 
a relief  to  hear  an  incident  of  real  ooblllty 
In  Brittany.  Ju.it  after  the  collapse,  the 
Oermano.  following  their  practice,  tried  to 
.’•pread  dl  r-l  They  tried  U>  create  a 
xeparaUst  movement  And  this  was  op- 
posed with  the  utmost  energy  by  the  old 
Bishop  of  Qulmper.  He  called  peraonolly 
on  the  German  governor  and  spoke  so 
blunUy  that  the  Nazi  angrily  reminded 
him:  “Do  you  forget  Uiat  you  have  been 
beaten’’  " '1  beg  your  pardon.  Ws  shall 
be  beaten  only  aflec  Great  Brltolna 
defeat " Furious,  the  German  drew  his 
revolver  The  bbihop  calmly  went  on: 

“I  have  done  my  duty.  Now  do  youra  " 
The  German  did  not  shoot  He  sent 
the  bishop  back  Into  his  palace  under 
armed  escort  and  held  him  prisoner. 

On  the  day  of  the  Armistice  the  vast 
nave  of  the  Cathedral  of  Quimper  was 
filled  with  an  immense  congregation.  Only 
the  bishop  was  miaslng  He  suddenly 
appeared  In  all  the  splendor  of  his  high 
dignity,  mitre  on  head  and  crosier  in 
hand,  having  eluded  the  vigilance  of  his 
guards 

For  three-quarters  of  an  hour  he  spoke 
from  his  heart  both  as  a priest  and  a 
patriot,  telling  his  flock  of  their  duties 
towards  thetr  oppressed  fatherland  *rben 
he  went  back  Ui  his  prison  -to  die 
This  simple  .story  of  grestneas  and 
dignity  shows  that  the  spirit  of  81.  Thomas 
a Becket  has  not  died,  and  If  any  of  you 
visit  Brittany  after  the  war  perhapa  you 
will  remember  the  Bishop  of  Qulnpar. 

India  recruited  l.OOOflOO  men  for  active 
aervice  in  the  flrxt  Great  War. 
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eiin  and  the 


outstanding  feature  ot  the  year 
I as  regards  Lhe  army  has  been  its 


Dunkerque  a new  army  has  been  built  up 
at  home,  trained  and  equipped  from  the 
factories  ot  Great  Britain  and  America  in 
the  light  of  experience  In  the  mexst  recent 
campaigns.  As  a consequence,  the  army 
has  been  in  a position  to  act  as  a stern 
deterrent  to  invasion;  to  make  oflenstve 
raids  by  sea  and  air  into  enemy  and 
enemy-occupied  territory;  and  to  reinforce 
our  forces  in  the  Far  and  Middle  East, 
with  the  result  In  the  case  of  that  latter 
theatre  that  two  Italian  armies  have  been 
• destroyed  and  the  "Italian  Empire  in  East 
Africa  has  been  torn  to  shreds  and 
tatters  " 

The  attempt  to  succour  Greece  and 
Yugoslavia  was  unsuccessful,  but  the  gal- 
lant rearguard  actions  in  Greece  and 
Crete,  and  the  timely  and  resolute  treat- 
ment of  the  situation  in  Iraq  and*  Syria, 
succeeded  in  their  primary  task  of  con- 
soildatlng  our  position  In  the  Middle  East 
and  thwarting  Germany's  cherished  plans 
for  a plncer  movement  on  the  Sues  Canal. 

Al  Home  jnd  Abroad 

The  business  of  the  army  at  home  has 
been  to  create  Itself,  to  train  so  that 
tile  cadres  filled  with  insufTlclently- 
equipped  and  incompletely-formed  masses 
of  men  should  gradually  be  welded  Into  an 
emclent  striking  force  The  process  has 
gone  on  from  sections  to  platoon.i,  from 
platoons  to  companies,  and  so  to  divisions, 
corps  and  armies.  This  has  meant  a 
contlnnal  and  severe  tramme  m 
weapons.  In  physical  toughne.ss.  in  in- 
tuitive discipline  and  In  manoeuvre.  It 
has  entailed  a continuous  adaption  to  new 
needs,  for  new  weapons  have  been  brought 
Into  use  and  successive  campaigns  have 
taught  their  lessons  Exercises  have  been 
rigorous;  the  army  is  finding  itself  as  a 
conscious  unity,  hard  and  confident. 

Some  reward  has  come  to  the  anti- 
aircraft artillery  for  their  long  vigils  in 
lonely  places.  Out  of  the  2.200  enemy 
plane.s  brought  down' In  this  country  dur- 
ing the  lasl  year,  over  400  have  fallen 
victims  to  the  Royal  Artillery— victims  to 
their  skill  not  only  with  the  guns  but  aUo 
at  the  predictors,  searchlights  and  de- 
tectors. In  the  daylight  portion  of  the 
Battle  of  Britain  between  August  11th 
and  September  7th  they  destroyed  over  200 
aircraft 

The  formation  of  a Conadlan  Corps  was 
announced  in  December.  1940  It  then 
consisted  of  two  dlvuions,  one  of  which 
had  recently  arrived,  but  It  has  since  been 
Increased  by  the  addition  of  its  own  Army 
Tank  Brigade  and  the  arrival  of  yet  an- 
other dlvmtnn  This,  the  third  dlvLslon,  has 
Come  over  provided  with  weapons,  vehicles 
and  other  equipment  turned  out  In  Cana- 
dian factorie.i.  The  Corps  is  complete  In 
the  many  and  various  branches  which  go 
to  make  up  an  independent  fighting  force, 
including  all  Corp.s  Troops 
The  Canadians  have  been  training 
alrenuously  along  the  lines  of  the  other 
forces  in  Lhe  country,  and  have,  besides, 
been  taking  their  turn  at  manning  the 
beaches  The  Canadians  have  also  sent 
over  a Forestry  Corp.-*  which  utllLses  lU 
knowledge  of  tree- felling  to  provide  the 
wood  needed  for  military  purpuftes. 

Home  Gujrd 

The  Home  Guard,  which  was  formed 
after  the  collapse  of  France,  has. 
during  the  second  year  of  the  war.  reached 
a standard  of  efficiency  which  would  have 
aeemed  unbelievable  twelve  months  ago, 
and  Its  armament  and  equipment  have 
been  considerably  augmented. 

Its  co-operation  with  the  army  has  be- 
come much  closer  Home  Guard  offtcers 
now  holds  the  King's  "cummissiun",  Army 
officers  and  N C.O.  .s  have  been  appointed 
to  the  Home  Guard  for  itutructloiial 
duties,  and  regular  staff  officers  for  special 
duly  with  the  Home  Guard  are  now  at- 
tached to  higher  formations  of  the  Army. 
Training  has  been  very  much  lnten.slfled 
by  the  opening  ot  a second  War  Office 
school;  by  the  Introduction  of  a number 
of  traveling  schools,  and  by  the  formation 
ot  Home  Guard  schools  under  commands, 
and  through  a great  number  of  oper- 
ational exercises  carried  out  In  conjunc- 
tion with  the  regular  Army  In  order  to 
ensure  a flow  of  younger  recruits,  the 
British  National  Cadet  A.saociation  now 
affUlales  Its  units  to  local  Htime  Guard 
BaltAllons.  Railway  companie.s.  the  Gen- 
eral Post  Office.  Utility  companies  and 
factories  all  over  the  country  have  formed 
their  own  Home  Guard  units. 

The  medical  organisation  and  feeding 
of  the  Home  Ourad  have  been  sufficiently 
developed 

The  A TB  has  become  an  Integral  part 
of  the  Army,  subject  to  military  law. 

It  IS  now  engaged  on  operational  work 
with  A A instrumenta,  such  as  predictors, 
height-finders,  and  klne-theodoUtes.  and 
has  Increased  its  number  ot  cooks,  clerks 
and  drivers,  thus  setting  tree  men  for 
more  active  fighting. 

Iceland 


1 undergone  with  credit  one  of  the  most 
wearisome  experiences  of  the  war.  The 
troops  were  landed  in  the  island  during 
the  Summer  of  IMO  when  Germany  was 
giving  proof  after  proof  that  no  neutral 
counirlea  no  matter  how  unoffending  or 
how  anxiously  conciliatory  they  might  be. 
were  safe  from  her  attacks  The  violence 
of  the,  German  protests  which  followed 
shewed  that  there  had  been  a real  danger 
In  Iteland  a deadly  blow  was  parried, 
but  although  vitally  important,  the  service 
which  the  garrisoa  was  eallod  upon  to 
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perform  was  not  exciting.  There  was  very 
UiUa  for  the  troops  to  do.  Living  m 
cramped  quartern  in  a climate  of  heavy 
rams,  frequent  mists  and  almost  contm- 
uous  gale.s.  and  amongiil  a population  who 
resented  their  arrival,  they  had  to  Impro- 
vt.se  tlvU'  employments  and  their  pleasures 
on  tnc  spot  from  whatever  material 
chanced  to  come  to  hand  It  says  a great 
deal  for  them  that  their  morale  ha.s  been 
consistently  high  and  their  health 
excellent,  and  that  as  the  months  have 
passed  their  relations  with  the  Icelanders 
have  Improved  until  now  soldiers  and 
civilians,  especially  in  the  country  dis- 
tricts. are  good  friends  * 

On  July  7th  it  was  announced  that 
United  States  forces  had  reached  Lhe 
Island  to  supplement  and  eventually  to 
replace  Lhe  British  garrison  Some  of  the 
British  units  had  then  been  mure  than  a 
year  in  the  country,  a few  Canadians 
.<ihared  in  the  occupation  at  the  start,  but 
were  soon  withdrawn  to  rejoin  their 
divUlon  m Great  Britain  The  Prime  Min- 
ister. on  his  way  home  from  his  confer- 
ence with  Pre.'iidenl  Roosevelt,  visited  Ice- 
land. The  cheering  crowds  who  welcomed 
him  and  the  cordial  articles  In  the  local 
press  were  evidence  how  far  the  troops 
have  won  over  their  Involuntary  hosts. 


GibrjIUr 

Gibraltar  guards  the  western  gate 
of  the  Mediterranean  and  flanks  Uie 
^eaways  to  the  Southern  Atlantic  and  the 
Indian  and  Pacific  Oceans,  as  Iceland 
flanks  the  northern  route  to  Canada  and 
the  United  States 

During  the  second  year  of  the  war  the 
already  powerful  defences  of  Gibraltar 
have  been  sy.!ilen)alicaliy  strengthened. 
Entrenchments  and  shelters  have  been 
constructed  on  plans  dictated  by  recent 
events.  Large  numbers  of  guns,  great 
snd  small,  have  been  placed  in  position. 
The  Rock  Is  now  s fortress  ready  to  repel 
any  kind  of  attack. 

The  Rock  anti-aircraft  artillery  has 
driven  off  several  attacks  by  French  and 
Italian  planes  The  raiders  have  been  too 
hasty  in  their  retreat  to  Inflict  casualties 
or  do  damage  On  their  last  vl.<iit  the 
Italian  Air  Force  dropped  bombs  on 
Spanish  territory  at  La  Lines  and  killed  a 
number  of  Spaniards.  They  attempted  to 
put  the  blame  on  the  RAF.  but  the  proof 
was  too  clear  to  be  denied,  and  the  Rome 
Government  was  compelled  to  express 
regret  and  promise  compensation.  The 
civilian  inhabitants  of  the  Rock  arc  now 
reduced  lo  those  men  who  are  doing 
eAsentlal  work,  the  garrison  m many 
thou.«and  strong. 

Malts 

Malta,  m mid-Mediterranean,  half- 
way from  Gibraltra  to  Alexandria. 
i>  Uie  aister-fortress  to  the  R<Kk.  It.  too. 
has  been  immensely  strengthened  during 
the  past  year  Like  Gibraltar,  Malta  Is 
now  a nut  hard  enough  to  resist  the 
utmost  pressure  of  the  Axis  It  has  under- 
gone far  more  severe  tests  than  any  to 
which  the  Rock  has  yet  been  subjected. 
The  Italians  attacked  It  by  air  on  the 
morning  after  their  entry  Into  the  war. 
Since  then  Malta  has  had  over  500  raid 
warnings  and  has  been  visited  by  enemy 
planes  more  than  350  times.  On  150  9cca- 
sions  bombs  have  been  dropped  In  greater 
or  fewer  numbers  After  the  establishment 
of  German  air  bases  In  Sicily  the  air 
attacks  developed  more  weight  than  the 
original  hit-and-run  incursions  of  the 
Italians.  In  January,  when  the  Aircraft- 
carrier  "Illu.<itrlous'’  was  lying  damaged  In 
harbor.  German  dive  bombers  attacked 
in  large  numbers  twice  on  the  same  day. 
They  were  driven  off  with  a Iom  of 
twenty-nine  planea  destroyed  by  British 
fighters  and  anU-alrcraft  batteries  On 
July  26ih  Italian  light  torpedo  craft  and 
fast  motor  boats  launched  a sudden  attack 
on  MalU  Harbor  Within  five  minutes 
nine  motor  boats  and  eight  torpedo  craft 
were  destroyed  In  the  retreat  the  remain- 
ing enemy  vesaels  were  destroyed  by 
British  nghlers  The  Royal  MatU  Artillery. 
British  machine  gun  detachments,  and 
anu-aircraft  guns  manner  by  Maltese, 
played  a decisive  part  in  smashing  the 
Italian  ootaulL 


West  Africj 

The  colonies  of  West  Alrica  are 
amongst  the  carlft  si  over-^ea*  poAics- 
slons  of  Great  Britain.  Today  they  are 
amongst  the  mo.sl  valuable.  They  watch 
and  guard  the  seaways  southwards  from 
Gibraltar  to  the  wider  world  Before  the 
war  their  garrisons  were  little  stronger, 
than  police  forces  for  Uie  maintenance  of 
internal  order.  During  the  past  year  they 
have  been  powerfully  reinforced.  Local 
troops,  led  by  British  officers  and'NC.O  's. 
have  been  multiplied  In  numbers,  equipped 
with  new  weapons,  and  trained  In  the 
methods  of  fighting  devised  since  1939. 
They  have  become  a formidable  army, 
able  to  hit  hard  both  In  defence  and 
attack  Tlie  da.sh  and  courage  shown  by 
West  African  troup.H  (the  Nigerian  and 
Gold  Coast  Keglments)  m the  conquest  of 
Italian  Ea.'it  Africa  have  justly  excited  the 
pride  of  the  West  African  Colonies. 

Singapore  ha.s  been  transformed  since 
the  beginning  of  the  war  Especially  dur- 
ing the  past  year  has  its  military  develop- 
ment been  rapid  and  thorough.  TiKlay  it 
Is  no  longer  only  a powerful  fortress  cap- 
able of  prolonged  defence  agaln.st  the 
largest  air.  .sea  and  land  forces;  it  Is  a 
military  centre  from  which  active  oper- 
ations can  be  directed,  undertaken  and 
supported  in  defence  of  British  intere.sts 
In  any  part  of  the  Far  East.  Singapore  is 
now  rewarding  the  efioru  made  there  by 
Great  Britain  and  the  Empire  since  1920. 
Burma.  Malaya  and  the  East  Indies,  which 
are  esaeniial  to  Lhe  security  of  Singapore 
Itself,  are  firmly  held 

Austrslij  jnd  New  Ze»\»n6 

Australia  has  played  a great  part 
In  the  transformatiiin  of  Singapore, 
making  good  her  declaration  that  the 
fortre.u  and  the  neighboring  Brill.sh  terri- 
tories are  included  in  the  defences  of  her 
own  continent.  She  has  sent  to  Malayf* 
thousands  of  excellent  troops.  Qf  whom 
the  last  reinforcements  Arived  a few  days 
ago.  Selected  members  of  the  Au.slrallan 
contingents  in  Malaya  have  joined  the 
forces  detailed  (or  the  defence  of  the  Thai 
border  of  Burma  Au.stralta  Is  also  pro- 
ducing ammunition  and  weapons  of  many 
different  kinds  in  rapidly  increasing  quan- 
title.').  Anti-alrcrafl  guns  manufactured  in 
Australia  with  all  ihelr  equipment  have 
arrived  at  Singapore  and  are  now  in 
position. 

While  contributing  so  largely  to  the  gen- 
eral defence  of  the  Empire.  Australia  has 
nut  forgotb-n  her  own  territories  She  has 
very  grcotly  strengthened  her  forces  In 
the  north,  which  might  be  the  object  of 
an  attack  from  farther  A.4ia.  Port  Darwin 
has  become  the  centre  of  a large  military 
ramp 

New  Zealand  also  is  taking  her  »hare 
m the  general  rally  of  the  Empire  against 
any  aggressor.  She  holds  her  mandated 
territory  of  Samoa  in  strength,  and  has 
sent  a considerable  body  of  troops  to  de- 
fend the  Fiji  Dlands  In  Fiji  the  New 
Zealand  Officer  Commanding  and  his  staff 
are  doing  valuable  service  by  organizing 
and  training  the  now  numerous  local 
volunteer  force* 

An  Empire  Line 

I^ROM  Singapore  to  Weillngtoo  runs  a 
great  defence  system  seme  4.000  miles 
In  length  This  is  held  by  a large  army  of 
British,  Indian.  Au.^trallsn  and  New  Zea- 
land troops  A key  bastion  in  Bome*!. 
which  maintains  contact  with  the  United 
States  region  of  Interest  in  the  Philip- 
pines on  the  one  flank,  and  Malaya  on  the 
other  From  Borneo  a close  watch  can  be 
kept  over  the  South  China  Sea  and  the 
approaches  from  the  Asiatic  mainland  to 
the  United  States,  Dutch  and  British 
Island  and  peninsular  territories.  In 
Borneo  there  Is  a considerable  garrison 
ready  fur  an  emergency.  Novel  and  diffi- 
cult conditloiu  have  not  damped  Its  spirit 
or  defeated  its  enterprise  and  energy. 

The  Singapore- Wellington  line  is  on 
example  of  whole-hearted  Imperial  co- 
operation m defence  of  the  Empire's 
common  interests  All  parts  of  the  Empire 
have  rallied  to  the  task  of  making  good 
this  bulwark  It  has  grown  rapidly 
stronger  during  the  post  year  and  Its  rein- 


forcement goes  on  apace.  It  is  now  so 
strong  that  an  attack  upon  It  would  tax 
the  strength  of  any  possible  enemy  lo 
the  utmuaL 

Ttie  Malay  princes  and  peoples  are  co- 
operating with  all  their  resources  m the 
Empires  elfon. 

The  Middle  E^st 

IN  the  Middle  East,  this  has  been  an 
eventful  year.  In  December.  1940,  after 
a phase  of  patrol  warfare  on  the  Cyre- 
naiCB  frontier.  General  Grazianl  had 
nearly  completed  his  preparations  for  the 
invasion  of  Egypt  when,  on  December  9th, 
General  Wavell  attacked.  The  striking 
victory  at  Sidl  Barranl  was  followed  by 
the  capture  of  Bardia.  Tobruk,  Derna  and 
Benghabl,  and  the  battle  at  Beda  Famm 
concluded  an  a.sU>nishlng  campaign..  The 
whole  of  General  Urazi|s)is  army  of 
250,000  men  had  been  destroyed  at  the 
cast  of  under  2.000  Australian.  Britl-sh  and 
Indian  casualties. 

in  East  Africa,  events  moved 
almost  as  quickly.  t>n  January  ISth 
Kassala,  on  the  8udan-Erilrea  border,  was 
re-occupied  by  British,  Indian  and  Sud- 
anese forces  On  February  1,  Agordat 
was  taken,  and  on  March  t.  the  siege 
of  Keren  began.  Keren  fell,  then  Asmara 
and  Massawa,  and  by  April  9th  the  whole 
of  the  Italian  colony  was  In  our  hands, 
except  Assab.  which  was  captured  on  June 
nth. 

Similarly,  in  the  south.  South  African. 
Rhodesian  and  East  and  We.st  African 
forces  based  on  Kenya  began  the  Invasion 
of  Italian  Somaliland  and  Abyssinia; 
valuable  assistance  w.ts  also  given  by  a 
Belgian  contingent  Ktsmayu  was  occupied 
on  February  I5th,  and  then  followed  a 
liulUiiinR  advance  through  Harar  to  Addis 
Ababa,  which  fell  on  April  6th.  On  May 
19Ui  the  Due  of  Aosta  capitulated;  on 
July  4th  the  remaining  Italian  forces  In 
South-East  Abyssmls  surrendered  and 
only  the  posts  of  Wolcheflt  and  Oondar 
w»-re  left 

Briu.sh  6<)maliland  hod  been  recovered 
in  April. 

The  East  African  campaign  had  resulted 
in  the  complete  destruction  of  an  Italian 
army  of  about  300.000  men.  Also  U had 
made  the  Rea  Sea  safe  for  neutral  traffic, 
so  that  munitions  and  stores  from  America 
could  be  dl.^paU:hed  directly  to  the  Sues 
Canal. 

From  the  moment  of  the  Italian  attack 
on  Greece,  help  lo  Greece  had  been  dis- 
patched frqm  the  Middle  East.  With  the 
Kruwmg  threat  of  German  Intervention 
Uiut  help  had  to  be  greatly  Increased, 
and  a heavy  drain  was  made  on  the  forces 
under  General  Wavell's  command.  While 
the  attention  of  our  Mediterranean  Fleet 
wtts  nerevoinly  concentrated  on  the  pro- 
tection ol  these  reinforcements  (British, 
Au.viralian  and  New  Zealandi,  transported 
lo  the  Greek  mainland.  Germany  sent 
coiiMdcrablr  focces,  including  ai^ armored 
dtviMon,  from  Iranian  harbors  to  Tripoli 
On  March  31.st  General  Rommel,  who  had 
tHken  command  of  the  Axis  forces  in 
North  Africa.  Invaded  Cyrenalcs,  and, 
overcoming  the  resistance  of  our  weak- 
ened garrison.'*,  overran  the  whole  north- 
ern part  of  the  province  up  to  the  borders 
of  Egypt  Of  all  General  Wavell's  terrt- 
lorloj  gains  of  the  Winter,  we  retained 
only  the  ail-tmportanl  post  of  Tobruk 
and  the  Egyptian  frontier  area  between 
Mersa*MaLruh  and  Solium 

Greece  and  Crete 

IN  Greece  our  action  was  defensive 
throughout.  The  German  attack  on 
Yugoslavia  came  before  the  Yugoslavs  had 
had  time  to  organise  the  defence  of  the 
.•<juth  of  their  country,  and  the  enemy 
was  therefore  able  to  break  through  the 
mountain  passes,  to  isolate  the  Greek 
army  in  Thrace,  and  to'outflank  that  op- 
erating agamst  the  Italians  in  Albania. 
His  oir  superiority  and  ths  threat  to  the 
left  flank  of  our  positions  necessitated 
the  withdrawal  of  the  BrlUoh  Forces. 
From  this  moment  operations  in  Greece, 
though  orderly  and  lovoivtng  some  magni- 
ficent actions,  never  ceased  to  be  a with- 
drawal. On  April  25th  our  troops  began 
to  re-embark.  and  despite  almost  un- 
hindered German  air  attack  reminiacsnfc 


of  Ouukerque,  about  46:tFK)  men  were 
Mfely  brought  away;  but  some  U.OOO  were 
left  behind  dead  or  prisoners,  and  all  our 
heavy  equipment  was  lost. 

In  Crete  our  forces,  lacking  air  support, 
were  unable  to  hold  the  Island  against  on 
air  invasion  conducted  on  a scale  never 
before  atlempied  During  the  first  half 
of  May.  1941.  the  enemy  persistently 
bumbl'd  the  Island,  and  finally  made  a 
very  heavy  attack  on  May  19th.  Next 
day.  air-burne  troops  began  lo  arrive,  both 
by  parachute  and  by  girder,  and  un- 
successful allempts  were  made  to  land 
troops  by  sea.  Although  strong  parlies  of 
the  enemy  were  able  lo  establish  them- 
selves in  certain  areas,  the  siiuaiiun  was 
kept  (airly  well  In  hand  fur  liie  first  few 
days.  Thereafter  it  deteriorated  rapidly, 
for  every  additional  louthold  secured  by 
the  enemy  enabled  him  to  bring  over  more 
and  more  men  and  materials  in  safely, 
and  on  tiie  night  ol  May  2Ulh  lo  29Lh  we 
began  to  evacuate  the  island.  Crete  was 
lost  and  some  iO.UOO  ol  our  men  remamed 
as  prisoners  of  war.  but  our  troops  had 
put  up  a maguiflccni  oefence  and  bod 
taken  a very  heavy  toll  of  the  enemy. 

This  defence,  without  doubt,  had  a great 
elTcct  on  German  plans  m Uie  Middle  E::ast, 
and  prevented  the  enemy  from  putting 
into  execution  a plan  lo  gain  possession  of 
Cyprus.  Syria  and  Daq. 

Iraq,  Syria  gnd  Irin 

IN'  Iraq  the  Government  of  Rojihld  All 
had  long  made  It  clear  that  they  had 
no  Intention  of  acting  up  to  the  terms  of 
the  treaty  of  alliance  concluded  with 
Great  Britain  W'hen.  in  accordance  with 
the  term.s  of  that  treaty.  Britain  propovd 
to  send  troop.s  to  opeu  up  lines  of  com- 
munication through  Iraq.  Rashid  All  de- 
murred. Troops  were  landed  at  Ba.sra  on 
April  19th,  without  Incident,  but  on  the 
arrival  of  the  second  contingent  on  May 
2nd,  Rashid  All  revolted  against  the 
Regent  and  attacked  thcilHAF  aerodrome 
at  Habbanlya. 

Only  part  of  the  Iraqi  army,  and  only  a 
section  of  the  population,  sided  with 
Rashid  All,  but  he  had  promises  of  Axis 
support,  and  German  planes,  using  bases 
in  Syria,  shared  In  the  fighting  The  move- 
ment might  therefore  have  been  serious, 
but  Habbanlya  put  up  a gallant  defence, 
and  reinforcements  arrived  from  India 
and  from  Palestine;  by  June  1st  the 
rebels  were  In  flight,  the  Regent  had  re- 
turned. and  British  troops  were  in 
Baghdad 

The  use  made  of  Syrian  aerodromes  by 
German  aircraft  operating  In  Iraq,  and 
the  growing  Infiltration  of  Syria  by  Axis 
agents  and  mlllury  speclaUsts,  could  not 
be  overlooked  by  us.  and  since  the  Vichy 
Government  was  obviously  lending  itself 
to  the  Axis  coup  already  in  preparation, 
an  advance  Into  Syria  was  made  by 
British.  Dominion  and  Free  French  troops 
on  June  B.  Damascus  was  captured  on 
June  21.  and  when  the  Dominion  forces 
were  at  the  gates  of  Beyrouth  General 
Dents  capitulated,  and  the  control  of 
Syria  passed  into  Allied  hands. 

In  Iran  the  BrlUah  Government  had  for 
long  uern  Impressing  upon  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  Shah  the  danger  coniUtuted 
by  the  presence  of  Urge  numbers  of  Ger- 
mans. msny  of  whom  had  key  positions 
in  the  industries  and  communications  of 
that  country  In  August,  1941.  these  warn- 
ings were  urgently  repeated  by  the  Brllloh 
and  Russian  Ofivemments.  Since  the  Dan- 
lan  Government  was  unwilling  to  offend 
Germany  by  expelling  any  reasonable  pro- 
portion of  the  Germans,  the  Allied  Got- 
ermrnt  felt  obliged  to  safeguard  their  own 
interests. 

Coniolidation  of  Our  Positiont 

WHILE  the  past  year  has  seen  In  lhe 
Middle  Bast  a succession  of  events 
of  varying  importance,  so  loocely  knit  os 
to  seem  unconnected,  and  while  some  of 
thnae  events  have  indlvidoally  bsen  on- 
favorable  for  00.  the  fact  la  that  they  art 
only  distinct  phases  of  one  gtnenJ  ocUon 
wherein  we  have  scored  an  unqualified 
succaas. 

German  stratety  bad  planned  for  1941 
a Middle  East  campaign  whieb  was  to  have 
driven  the  BeiUsb  out  of  the  Medlterran- 
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the  pincers  was  General  Rommel’s  army 
in  Libya.  For  the  other  arm.  Germany 
was  to  overrun  Greece  and  seize  Crete, 
after  which  Cyrpua  was  to  be  Ukni.  A 
revolt  Was  to  break  out  In  Iraq.  siipixirU'd 
by  Axu  aircraft  based  on  Syria,  and  lo 
secure  the  Axis  hold  on  that  country 
German  forces  were  to  bo  Mown  to  Syria, 
via  Rhodes.  Crele  and  Cyprus,  even  if 
Turkey,  by  that  lime  compleielj'  isolated, 
silU  refused  to  farilitate  the  German 
movement  by  granting  land  transport 
through  Analoha  By  early  June  llie 
stage  was  u>  be  .set  for  a .simultaneous 
advance  on  Egypt  from  Libya  and  from 
Syria. 

As  events  proved,  by  June  1st  Oeneriil 
Rommel  was  on  the  bolder  of  Egypt,  but 
in  a less  favorable  posilitin  than  Graziam 
had  been  on  December  l.  1940.  Rir  mir 
troops  also  were  .siin  m the  fronUer  area, 
and  our  force*  on  his  flank  m Tobru* 
coastitute  a permanent  threat  to  his  Imes 
of  communlcaimn.  which  virtojalfy  im- 
mobliiaed  him  The  Indecisive  tank  action 
fought  at  Solium  on  June  16  to  17  had 
weakened  him  os  much  oa  it  had  weak- 
ened us.  but  we  could  more  easily  recup- 
erate while  the  uice.Mani  offensive  aclmn 
of  the  Royal  Navy  and  the  RAF  was 
making  heavy  inrdads  on  the  Axis  re- 
sources and  hampering  his  chances  of  re- 
mforcemem 

Nazi  Programme  Held  Up 

^ LKAIAN  lufcvrs  in  Greece  had  been 
VJ  considerable,  but  in  the  attack  on 
Crete,  ^here  the  defence  was  prolonged 
far  beyond  their  exprcUtions.  they  had 
lost  a very  large  proportion  ol  Just  those 
highly-trained  speclaliAed  forces,  para- 
chutists and  olr- borne  troop*,  on  which 
they  had  dept'uded  for  successful  action 
against  Cyprus  and  Syria  In  Iraq,  llianks 
to  tlie  timely  landing  g(  our  forces  at 
Basra,  the  revolt  hud  broken  out  three 
weeks  before  Uie  scheduled  dale  and  Ger- 
man help  to  the  rebels,  reduced  thereby 
to  a minimum,  had  been  Ineflcciive.  By 
June  1,  Iraq  was  delinitely  under  our 
control,  ojid.  since  untimely  action  had 
given  full  Warning  of  Gerniiin  designs  on 
Syria,  Hitler  could  have  no  doubt  regard- 
ing our  InUrntlons  of  oiiticlpaung  him 
there  also  His  attack  on  Egypt  could  not 
be  delivered,  and  ail  hopes  of  securing  ilia 
oil  supplies  of  Iraq  hud  at  least  to  be 
postponed  HlUer  was  nut  only  <'unfronled 
with  a failure  which  could  scarcely  be 
disguised  from  his  people,  but  he  was 
hard  put  to  it  lo  provide  hi.*  armies  with 
the  oil,  now.  after  the  expenditure  of  the 
Balkan  campaign,  more  Uian  ever 
es&cntiat. 

On  June  3rd  HiUer  met  Ma.-»oIinl  on 
the  Brenner  Pass  to  discuss  the  situation. 
On  June  22nd  Hitler  attacked  Russia

veyed a wealth  of  garden  Infor- 
mation In  simple  form.  For  making  com- 
post he  advised  one  part  ammonium 
phosphate  to  two  parts  lime  be  sprinkled 
In  alternate  layers  of  leaves  and  garden 
rubbish  plus  fireplace  iwuudi  ashes  when 
available.  A good  suggestion  was  to  keep 
three  containers  filled  with  peat,  sand 
and  leaf-mould  handy  for  odd  Jobs  of 
transplanting,  polling,  elc.  To  avoid 
laborious  work  In  digging,  dividing  and 
replanting  perennial  borders  he  advised 
only  dividing  plants  when  re<julred  and 
fill  the  hole  partly  full  of  compost  before 
replanting  Also  apply  compost  on  the 
ground  where  annuals  are  to  be  planted 
Top  dress  the  b«irder  if  necessary  and  keep 
the  border  clean  by  using  the  hoe  other 
than  digging  Fur  worms  in  lawns,  rive  to 
ten  pounds  arsenate  of  lead  mixed  with 
seven  or  eight  parts  of  sand  or  still  per 
l.OtK)  square  feet  was  advised.  The  trans- 
planting of  plaiits  from  the  garden  such 
as  carnations  indoors  into  sand  cultures 
was  explained.  A simple  formula  was  five 
pounds  sulphate  of  ammonia,  twenty-five 
pounds  of  superphosphate  and  two  pounds 
muriote  of  potash,  using  one  teaspoon  of 
the  mixture  every  two  to  four  weeks  per 
eight-inch  pot  A more  complicated  but 
better  balanced  formula  was  as  follows: 

9 7 pounds  ammonium  sulphate,  5 7 
pounds  magnesium  sulphate.  1 3 pounds 
poiasstum  chloride.  7 5 pouitd*  supenhios- 
phale,  1 10  ounces  manganese  sumhale 
and  1 ounce  boric  acid,  using  '4  teaspoon 
of  the  mixture  per  eight-mch  pot  every 
two  to  four  weeks.  Women  successful  with

Korriit  Trees  Improperly  Lo<-ated  In 
Backyards — We  all  weaken  when  it  comes 
to  removing  a sapling  tree,  particularly  as 
we  watch  it  take  hold  and  stretch  heaven- 
ward at  an  astonishing  rate  year  after 
year,  until  suddenly  we  realize  that  It  is 
cutting  out  the  light  from  a window  or 
eliminating  a view.  8<K)n  we  may  fuid  it  is 
shading  the  garden  which  produces  now 
only  a fraction  of  the  vegetables  It  once 
grew  Plants  near  It  seem  to  be  dry  and 
unhappy  Ils  roots  invade  all  parts  of  the 
garden  If  one  were  to  weigh  up  Its  faults 
against  its  good  points,  there  would  be 
only  one  solution,  its  removal;  but  is  it 
usual  that  a compromise  is  agreed  upon 
and  Its  lop  it  butchered  back  to  restrict 
Its  growth  to  the  confined  area  Once  this 
starts  the  tree  is  on.  longer  an  object 
of  beauty  arid  Its  bare  butchered  boughs  in 
Winter  are  a constant  reminder  of  a tree 
lover's  mistake,  and  worse  sUll.  the 
butchery  once  started  has  to  be  periodi- 
cally repeated  as  long  as  the  tree  lives.

To  Kill  Tree  Stumps— Copper  sulphate 
has  proved  lu  be  very  satisfactory,  the 
rrystals  being  dropped  Into  auger  holes 
drilled  Just  inside  the  bark,  but  experi- 
ments in  California  show  that  calcium 
chlorate,  the  chemical  base  fur  most  weed 
killers,  is  the  most  effective  chemical. 

Saturate  the  cut  surface  with  a solution 
of  one  pound  in  a gallon  of  water.  In 
some  rases  a second  treatment  Is  required 
By  hacking  Uie  bark  off  vigorous  growing 
trees  and  applying  the  chemical  to  the 
cut  surfaces  the  tree  will  quickly  succumb 
Two  precautions  are  necessary,  calcium 
chlorate  may  be  poisonous  to  anunaU  and 
It  la  highly  combustible.  parUcularly  when 
the  solution  dries  on  clothing  Therefore, 
keep  clothing  moist  until  washed  off.

Profirfeney  in  Clardenlng  is  gained  only 
by  experience.  No  one  will  deny  that 
practical  experience  or  practice  Is  the  best 
teacher;  but  It  would  be  a shame  to  deny 
ourselves  the  results  of  the  experience  of 
others.  In  this  age  of  specialisation,  one 
cannot  be  expected  to  have  more  than  a 
small  smattering  of  understanding  cover- 
ing the  complete  field  of  horticulture. 

Fortunately.  speclaUsts  have  generously 
recorded  their  experience  In  book  term  for 
tt»e  guidance  of  others.  Victoria  is  to  be 


complete  and  up-to-date  horticultural 
section  In  the  Public  Library.  For  Wmter 
reading  we  might  consult  the  books  of  the 
specialists,  McFarlane,  Thomas,  Nicholas 
and  Darlington  for  roses;  Grainger  and 
Salisbury  for  the  science  of  gardening; 
Wm  Robinson  for  perennials;  Farrer  for 
rock  gardening;  Bean  for  trees,  shrubs  and 
climbers,  Wilson  and  Fairchild  for  plant 
explorations  and  introductions;  Dawson 
for  lawns.  NikllUschek  for  water  lilies, 
Hay  fur  unnual.-s.  Markham  fur  clematis; 
Allwuod  fur  pinks  and  carnations;  Miss 
Jekyll  for  color  schemes  and  perennial 
borders  and  so  on  down  the  list.  In  addi- 
tion. Marlon  Cran  and  many  others  have 
written-  Interesting  books  about  garden- 
ing experiences,  non -technical,  easy  to 
read,  entertaining  and  Instructive.

Members  will  regret  to  learn  of  the 
death  of  Sir  Arthur  Hill,  director  of  the 
Royal  Botanical  Garden  at  Kew  for  many 
years.

Valuable  Rock  Plants  May  Be  Smothered 
by  spreading  plants  such  as  dianthus, 
aubretla.  gazania.  veronicas  and  nepeta 
Two  methods  of  pruning  such  plants  are 
commonly  seen.  First,  by  trimming  the 
extremities  of  growth  to  reduce  the 
diameter  of  the  plant.  ‘This  gives  the 
plant  the  appearance  of  having  been 
trimmed  back  to  the  edge  of  a Jid  placed 
over  It.  This  is  wrung,  for  It  leaves  a stiff 
trimmed  appearance  all  Winter  The 
correct  method  Is  to  lift  up  the  foliage 
and  cut  the  longe^  growths,  which  are 
also  the  oldest,  near  the  crown,  leaving 
the  youngest,  growth;  but  no  tell-tale 
trimmed  appearance 

Eye  Trouble — Without  a long-sighted 
eye  for  the  future,  many  would-be 
gardeners  might  succumb  to  despondency 
as  they  view  the  re.sults  of  their  years' 
garden  activities  if  ever  a five  or  ten  year 
plan  is  necessary,  it  is  in  gardening.  It 
needs  fuller  appreciation.  Gardens  are 
being  dug  now  to  allow  nature  to  mellow 
the  soil  before  .seed  Is  planted  next  Spring. 
We  plant  trees,  shrubs  and  perennials 
with  the  knowledge  that  they  may  not 
come  to  perfection  for  years,  yet  It  seems 
like  ye.sterday  when  .we  recall  planting  the 
material  which  is  making  such  a brave 
.showing  today  Time  and  nature  too.  has  a 
way  of  mellowing  the  garden  which  looks 
so  stiff  and  raw  today.  Have  courage  and 
patience;  take  heart  again;  there  lx  noth- 
ing like  gardening  to  freshen  our  souls 
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The  farmers  of  Saunich  like  aider 
soils,  for  moisture  in  the  late  Sum- 
mer is  none  to  plentiful,  and  where 
alders  thrive  there  Is  usually  plenty  of 
muuture  My  week-end  land  clearing  op- 
erations are  confined  to  an  alder  grove 
close  to  the  Experimental  Farm  and  since 
my  land  clearing  equipment  consists  of  a 
shovel,  pick  and  mattock,  1 am  quite 
satisfied  to  leave  the  fir  stumps  to  the 
modern  homesteader  with  his  bulldoser 
and  stumping  powder  A year  after  alder 
Is  cut  the  roots  are  pretty  well  allot  wiUi 
rot.  at  least  when  the  trees  are  cut  dur- 
ing the  Midsummer.  Alder  roots  also  have 
a happy  faculty  of  keeping  reasonably 
close  to  the  soli  surface,  hence  can  be 
pulled  out  by  manpower  alone.  When  cut 
in  the  late  FaU  or  Winter,  (he  roots  are 
often  kept  alive  by  the  development  of 
new  shoots  the  following  Spring 

Apart  from  the  household  supply  of 
vegetables  X hope  to  harvest  next  year, 
the  only  tangible  return  I secure  from  my 
week-end  labor  Is  a supply  of  wood  for 
the  fireplace.  Alder  Is  excellent  firewood 
providing  it  Is  not  too  exposed  to  the 
weather  for  too  long  a period  after  rut- 
ting. The  reason  is  perhaps  more  obvious 
to  the  student  of  fungi  than  to  the  aver- 
age farther.  Almost  Immediately  after  an 
alder  is  cut.  wood  destroying  fungi  begm 
their  work,  and  if  the  weather  Is  damp 
and  warm,  in  a few  months  what  appears 
to  the  eye  as  the  same  log  of  wood  is 
actually  a skeleton.  The  subsUnce  has 
been  burned  out  by  the  fungi. 

Alder 'has  many  . uses.  In  Scotland  tlie 
wood  Is  used  in  the  construction  of  hand- 
some furniture  and  is  known  as  Scottish 
mahogany.  The  roots  and  knots  are  used 
by  cabinet  makers  and  as  soles  for  clogs 
in  the  Lanca.xhire  mill  towns  as  well  as 
for  bowls,  spools  and  wooden  heels.  Tlie 
bark  is  used  by  dyers,  tanners  and  leather 
dressers,  and  as  a preservative  treatment 
of  fish  nets.  A water  extract  of  the  bark 
mixed  with  cop{1^^as  <lron  sulfate*  creuU's 
a black  dye  or  ink  A water  extract  alone 
dyes  woollens  a reddish  colour  known  as 
Aldine  Red  The  Laplander.s  chew  the  bark 
and  dye  their  leather  gannenis  with  the 
created  saliva  The  young  shiaiu  dye  wool- 
lens a yellow  shade  and  the  ralkliis  a 
greenish  shade.  The  bark  coiUain.i  over 
10  per  cent  tannic  arid,  but  Is  not  exten- 
sively u.*ied  In  the  Unmng  of  leather, 
partly  because  the  tannin  cunlain’-  a large 
amount  of  coloring  matter  Medicinally 
the  bark  has  a limited  use  as  a tome  and 
as  an  astringent 
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Bulletin  Tells  Facts 
About  Humus 


Tie  ulllization  of  farm  and  garden 
vegetable  waste,  peat  and  muck  to 
increase  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  forms  the 
basis  of  a wartime  production  series  bulle- 
tin. No.  49.  Science  Service,  Dominion  De- 
panmenUof  Agriculture,  and  issued  by  the 
Agricultural  Supplies  Board.  On  many 
farms  and  market  gardens,  some  materials 
which  are  generally  neglected  or  allowed 
to  go  to  waste  might  well  be  used  as 
humus-forming  material,  states  the  bulle- 
tin. Humus  is  formed  by  the  decay  of 
organic  matter  and  is  one  of  the  most 
important  constituents  of  all  soils  and 
perform.^  several  functions  It  improves* 
the  texture  ol  soils  by  lightening  heavy 
clay.s  and  binding  light  sands  and  in- 
crra.-^eH  the  mi>lslure-holdlnK  capacity  of 
all  siitls,  thus  tending  to  lessen  the  adverse 
effect  of  drought  on  crops.  It  is  the 
natural  storehou.vf  of  the  soil’s  nitrogen, 
the  most  expensive  plant  food  In  com- 
memai  ferulizer.v,  and  also  contains  ap- 
preciable quantities  of  other  plant  foods 

Information  la  given  in  the  bulletin  on 
how  waste  material  on  farms  and  market 
gardens  could  be  composed,  with  or  with- 
out manure,  and  so  form  a valuable  source 
of  humus.  In  gardens,  leaves,  domestic 
garbage  and  garden  refuse  are  sources  of 
humus,  while  on  farms  there  Is  the  com- 
monly occurring  and  often  neglected 
tiumus-formlng  materials  of  peat  and 
muck  In  view  of  Uie  tact  that  the  supply 
of  stable  manure  for  market  gardening  Is 
becoming  leas  year  by  year,  it  Is  not  only 
feasible  but  very  desirable  that  market 
gardeiiFrx  in  particular  should  make  com- 
posts from  their  vegetable  or  other  waste 
material  In  order  to  provide  organic  mat- 
ter much  needed  by  the  soil-

COLD-LOVING  seeds  Include  many  of 
the  hardy  perennials  as  well  ax 
tulips,  .scllla,  cryhtronlum.  muscan.  snow- 
dnip  and  fritiilarla  Also,  there  Is  the 
clematis  group  One  can  scarcely  have 
too  many  of  the  scarlet  Clematis  texciisia 
which  blooms  (rum  June  until  fro.st,  tu 
brilliant  scarlet  bells  mingling  with  the 
golden  .seed  plumes,  the  We.stern  Clematis 
Columbiana  has  exquisite  lavender-blue 
flowers,  lovely  as  the  columbine. 

Although  columbine  lAcqullegiai  may 
be  planted  at  other  time.s  of  the  year,  we 
think  It  easier  by  far  td  sow  it  during  late 
Fall  This  is  also  true  of  euphorbia,  both 
the  evergreen  succulent  rock  garden  plant 
which  looks  .so  much  like  a sedum.  and 
polychroma,  whose  yellow-orange  blos- 
soms are  beautiful  for  moss  plantings 
M«)st  of  the  hardy  primulas  may  rest  in 
the  Autumn  -«eed  bed.  and.  if  left  long 
enough  (or  the  tardy  ones  to  come  up.  F 
polyanthus  wilt  germinate  almost  100  per 
cent. 

If  given  good  care,  moat  seedlings  of 
hardy  phlox  planted  m the  Autumn  will 
commence  to  bloom  late  the  following 
Summer  It  t fascinating  watch  each 
new  plant  come  into  flower,  since  ordi- 
narily they  do  not  come  true  from  seed 
And  those  who  say  they  cannot  make 
trolllus  germinate  have  certainly  not 
tried  planting  the  seed  In  the  Fall 
HemerocallU  or  dayilUex,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  their  cousins,  the  true  lilies, 
may  be  planted  at  this  Ume  We  have 
bad  parUcularly  good  success  with  tenut- 
follum.  regale  and  henryl.

IT  la  always  a good  plan,  as  soon  as  you 
get  the  root  harvest  nicely  under  cover, 
to  Inspect  the  crops.  However  much  car* 
you  take,  you  cannot  be  sure  you  won  t 
get  a few  unsound  potatoes,  carrots,  etc  , 
amongst  the  sound 

It  doesn't  take  many  days  for  dl.neased 
or  damaged  roots  to  spread  trouble  to 
others  80  get  them  out  straight  away, 
and  lake  every  care  with -Uie  environment 
If  the  roots  are  stored  In  a cellar  the 
window  should  be  opened  when  pcMslble  to 
let  some  air  through.  If  they  are  stored 
in  a ahed  or  other  outbuilding,  both  door 
and  window  should  be  open  during  the 
(lay  In  mild  weather 

A through  draft  helps  to  dry  up  the 
superfluous  sap  or  sweat  that  exudes  from 
practically  all  roots  for  a short  time  after 
they  are  stored

Winter  pig  feeding  as  these  legume  hays 
contain  moat  of  the  essential  vitamins  in 
addition  to  minerals  and  other  nutrients. 
Alfalfa  meal  u good  too.  and  has  the 
advantage  that  it  can  be  mixed  up  in  the 
meal  mixture  for  the  pigs.  At  the  Central 
Experimental  Farm.  Ottawa,  a feeding 
practice  with  the  growing  and  finishing 
pigs  which  has  given  good  results  is  to 
Include  five  per  cent  alfalfa  meal  In  the 
feed  mixture,  or  U)  supply  a handful  of 
high  quality  alfalfa  hay  to  each  pig  daily 
For  brood  sows,  the  feeding  of  legume  hay 
in  a rack  outdoors  not  only  supplies 
desirable  nutrients  but  also  allows  for 
exercise  Hay.  regardless  of  tU  quality 
however,  should  never  be  considered  as 
the  main  part  of  the  ration 
While  good  feeding  will  help  to  prevent 
crippling  in  Winter- fed  pigs,  it  will  not  be 
sufficient  to  correct  the  trouble  after  it 
has  developed  For  this  It  Is  necessary  to 
provide  some  rich  source  of  vitamin  D, 
and  the  fish  oiis—elther  cod  liver  oil  or 
pilchard  oil  — are  recommended  Th* 
feeding  of  these  oils  is  also  a good  preven- 
Uve  against  crlppUng  There  are  many 
grades  of  cod  liver  oil  and  pilchard  oU, 
and  only  one  of  9006  feeding  quality,  pre- 
ferably with  a guaranteed  vitamin  con- 
tent, should  be  used  As  either  a preven- 
tive or  corrective  for  crippling  or  rickets  s 
standard  oil  would  be  fed  at  the  rat*  of 
one  lablespoonfuf  per  day  to  each  feeder 
pig  Fortified  oils  are  higher  in  vitamin 
content  and  would,  therefore,  be  fed  in 
smaller  amounts. 


The  lack  of  three  essential  facti>rs — 
exercise,  direct  sunlight  and  green 
•succulent  feeds,  makes  the  job  of 
raiding  pigs  in  Winter  mure  difficult  than 
in  Summer  However,  it  Is  possible  to 
grow  pigs  successfully  in  Winr,er  if  suit- 
able-method.^  of  feeding  and  management 
are  adopted,  says  E F Fraser.

Is  often  caused  by  rickets, 
s bnne  disease  Rickets  may  result  from 
■ .ther  a lack'  of  the  bone  produrfng  min- 
efaii.  calcium  and  phosphorous,  the  in- 
correct proportion  of  these  minerals  In  the 
body  Aa  intimated  the  feeding  of  animals 
is  essential,  and  calcium  and  phosphorous 
are  two  of  the  most  Important.  The  feed- 
ing of  vitamin  D is  recognized  as  a cor- 
recUve  for  rlcketa..  while  It  is  suggested 
that  a small  quantity  of  this  vitamin  be 
supplied  at  all  times  as  a preventive

SIXTY  years  ago  Britain  produced  from 
her  own  soli  all  the  feeding  stuffs  sht 
required  for  her  llve^biek.  but  with  the 
expansion  of  large-scale  farming  overseas, 
she  absorbed  more  and  more  of  the  surplus 
from  these  lands,  so  that,  while  her  arable 
acreage  decreased,  the  numbers  of  her 
livestock  steadily  mounted  In  twenty 
years  after  the  Great  War  '1914-18'. 
British  farming  escaped  ruin  only  by 
switching  from  arable  production  to  live- 
stock. especially  milking,  to  that  when  the 
pre.^rnt  war  came  the  country  was  keeping 
increasingly  large  numbers  of  livestock  on 
the  basis  of  importing  ft  000  000  tons  of 
concentrates  a year. 

In  her  wartime  agricultural  policy 
therefore.  Britain  had  to  rely  on  her  own 
soil  to  grow  r>ot  only  extra  food  crops, 
such  as  wheat  and  potatoes  sugar  beet 
and  vegetables  which  were  required  for 
direct  human  consumption,  so  relieving 
the  strain  on  shipping  but  also  prarflrally 
the  whole  of  the  feeding  stuffs  (or  live- 
stock, Winter  as  well  as  Summer.

ton;  and  In  the  suburbs  or  Toklo  the 
landscape  was  lit  more  brlJUantly  than  by 
moonlight.  Such  luminous  displays  can 
only  be  Uaced  to  the  earthquake  Itself 
and  not  to  any  accidental  breaks  In  elec- 
trical power  lines.

Feeding  Our 
Winter  Guests 


■>  SKMNBTT  a aurm 

During  the  cold  munlhs  when  snow 
Is  piled  high  and  the  mercury 
drops  almost  to  the  bottom  of  the 
thermometer.  Inhabitant!  of  the  woods 
and  fields  often  suffer  from  the  lack  ol 
food.  It  is  then  they  sliould  be  fed. 

It  Is  a pleasure  to  feed  the  birds  and 
one  is  well  repaid  for  his  efforts  in  ob- 
serving their  habits  at  close  range,  their 
plumage,  their  songs,  iheir  acUons. 

We  had  three  feeding  steUons,  one  an 
old  branching  tree- trunk  and  two  home 
constructed,  covered  shelves.  Wo  spent 
many  happy  momenu  watclilng  the  birds 
St  these  stations.  Seeds  and  cracked  nuts 
were  put  on  the  shelves  and  suet  was 
crammed  Into  boles  and  crevices  of  the 
old  stump. 

One  of  our  visitors  was  the  white- 
breasted nuUiatch  There  are  many 
f limbers,  but  thu  imie  fellow  is  master 
of  them  all  wiUi  his  ability  to  run  about 
over  the  trees.  He  ix  recognized  by  his 
flat  body,  broad  alioulders.  and  greenish- 
blue  coat.  He  also  wears  a black  cap  and 
a white  vest.  * 

It  Is  Interexilng  to  note  the  curiosity  of 
this  bird.  Ht*  will  run  down  the  tree  trunk 
and  look  upon  one  with  great  interest  as 
though  anxious  to  make  a new  acquaint- 
ance or  perhaps  to  see  if  a choice  morsel 
Is  forthcumlng. 

Another  bird  that  came  to  feed  was  Uie 
chickadee,  who  gets  his  name  from  Uie 
call  of  bis  soft,  pleasant  voice.  Thia  IHUe 
fellow  seems  really  to  enjoy  a snowstorm. 
He  finds  food  regardless  of  condiUuru.  If 
no  one  has  put  food  out.  he  can  ygi  find, 
somewhere,  even  if  the  ground  U covered 
with  snow,  an  old  weed  which  has  a few 
remaining  seeds  and,  with  a vlgoroua 
shake,  he  spreads  the  meal  over  Uie  snowy 
white  tablecloth,  a fit  repast  for  any  bird, 
’The  chickadee  usually  travels  with  six 
or  eight  others  of  his  kind  and  ix  often  In 
the  company  of  nuthatches,  downy  wood- 
peckers. and  broa’n  creepers. 

This  bird  Is  very  useful  for  bunting  out 
small  InsecU  and  eggt  in  trees  that  es- 
cape the  notice  of  larger  blrd.s  In  Win- 
ter he  U of  greatest  u,se.  for  then  there 
are  no  flyuig  insects  and  he  looks  lor 
those  hidden  away  m the  trunks  of  trees. 
An  orchard  with  .-several  chickadees  in  it 
during  the  Winter  wUl  almost  surely  pro- 
duce  good,  blemish-free  fruiU 
Among  those  present  wax  the  cardinal 
-a  bird  that  remains  with  us  during  Uie 
Winter.  Occasionally  he  came  to  one  of 
the  feeding  boxe.**  and  picked  around 
among  the  nut-hulls  to  find  a few  kernels. 
The  sinking  plumage  and  varied  song 
of  this  bird  make  him  outstanding.  Al- 
though he  prefers  *cclu.Mon  and  the  lower 
ahrubbery.  he  doe*  come  to  gardens  near 
the  house. 

One  of  our  interesting  visitors  was  the 
downy  woodpecker.  He  was  a constant 
boarder  with  us  and  frequented  the  old 
tree  stump  with  Us  biu  of  sueL 
The  wo<»dpecker  l«  very  fond  of  the 
codling  moth's  grub,  the  great  enemy  of 
Uie  apple  tree.  He  heads  the  list  of  best 
workers.  Bummer  and  Winter. 

It  Is  Interesting  to  see  a wcsxlpecker 
come  to  a tree  and  up  a few  times  here 
and  Uiere  and  then  listen,  turning  hla 
head  from  side  to  tide,  apparently  to 
hear  the  better.  It  is  mysterious,  too,  how 
he  knows  where  to  bore.  Then  ha  falls 
to  work  and  It  is  not  long  unUl  be  has 
drilled  a hols  Into  the  post  or  tree  and 
the  long,  fish-hook  tongue  g'>es  in  to 
bring  out  the  nice,  fat  grub. 

A few  others  came.  too.  to  our  feeding 
stauon.  Including  the  blue  Jay.  that  saucy 
fellow  who  has  so  many  moods  and  tem- 
peraments. 

And  what  pleasure  we  had  watching  all 
ol  Uiese  birds  You.  too,  will  find  much 
interest  In  these  feathered  frtends.  If  only 
you  Uke  the  time  to  feed  and  watch 
them 


Problem  of  the  Pigeon 

'“T^HE  London  pigeon  has  been  encour- 
^ aged  for  generations  to  reproduce 
Itself  and  expected  to  find  its  nourishment 
from  the  crumbs  that  "faU  from  the 
Cockney  s table  " Now.  wt  are  told  that 
It  U Illegal  there  to  supply  pigeons  even 
with  crumbs,  and  there  is  evidence  that 
many  of  them  are  starving. 

*Tbe  problem  of  the  pigeon  Is  a serious 
one.  Nearly  everyone  loves  to  eee  thesa 
flocks  of  birds  in  our  cities,  many  remem- 
bered them  in  the  great  square  In  Venice. 
Children  are  interested  In  watching,  and 
undoubtedly  have  their  attention  caUed 
by  the  presence  of  the  bird  to  their  rela- 
tion to  animal  Ufe  and  encouraged  to  treat 
all  eentient  Ufe  kindly,  but  the  damage 
they  do  in  many  eaeee  is  exceadve.
